RULES  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 



I. — That  the  Society  be  called  the  "  Williaai  Salt  Arcii.£ological  Society." 

IT. — The  leading  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  editing  and  printing  of  original 
documents  relating  to  the  County  of  Stafford,  to  which,  however,  may  be 
added  papers  selected  by  an  Editorial  Committee,  illustrative  of  the  same,  or 
coming  under  any  of  the  eight  following  heads  : — 

(a)  Abstracts  of  the  Monastic  Chartularies,  and  of  Ancient  Family  Deeds,  with 
the  names  of  witnesses  and  facsimiles  of  seals  ;  Genealogies  of  Nobility 
and  Gentry  (accompanied  by  proofs),  Heraldic  Visitations,  and  other 
papers  touching  the  general  history  and  descent  of  properties  and  families. 

(b)  Printing  and  editing  of  the  Public  Records  relating  to  the  County, including 
the  Exchequer  or  Pipe  Rolls,  the  Assize  Rolls,  Fine  Rolls,  Inquisitions, 
Perambulations  of  Forests,  Subsidy  Rolls,  and  Assessments,  &c,  See. 

(c)  History  of  Parishes  and  of  Manors,  and  of  Manorial  Customs  and  Tenures, 
illustrated  by  Copies  of,  or  reference  to,  original  grants. 

(d)  Church  Notes  hitherto  unpublished,  such  as  Ecclesiastical  Surveys,  Extracts 
from  Episcopal  and  Parish  Registers,  Copies  of  Epitaphs,  and  Description 
of  Monuments  and  Ecclesiastical  Buildings,  Abstracts  or  Copies  of  Wills, 
&c. 

(e)  Notices  of  British  and  Roman  Remains,  and  Roads  and  Buildings,  and  the 
Antiquities  generally  of  the  District. 

(f)  Autograph  Letters  and  other  Documents  relating  to  the  Civil  War. 

(g)  Notices  of  distinguished  Worthies,  Broadsides,  Election  Squibs,  &c. 

(h)  Correspondence,  in  which  enquiries  may  be  made  and  answered,  on  any  of 
the  above  subjects,  and  miscellaneous  information,  including  collections  of 
errors. 

III.  — The  general  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  managed  by  a  Council  of  ten,  of 

whom  five  shall  be  trustees  of  the  William  Salt  Library,  and  nominated  by 
them,  from  time  to  time,  and  five  shall  be  elected  at  an  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Subscribers.  The  Council  shall  be  empowered  to  delegate,  if  they  see  fit, 
the  selection  of  the  papers  to  be  printed,  to  an  Editorial  Committee.  Of  the 
Council,  three  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  in  case  of  equality  of  votes,  their 
Chairman  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

IV.  — The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  an  Auditor, 

to  be  appointed  by  the  Council.  These  Otfices  shall  be  honorary,  but  the 
Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary  to  be  paid  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Council,  as  the  nature  of  his  duties  may  warrant. 

V.  — The  Subscription  shall  be  One  Guinea  annually,  to  be  paid  in  advance,  upon  the 

first  of  January  in  each  year,  and  such  annual  payment  shall  entitle  each 
Subscriber  to  the  volume  issued  for  the  year  of  such  subscription.  Any 
Subscriber  shall  be  permitted  to  withdraw  from  the  Society  by  giving  notice  of 
his  intention  three  months  before  the  termination  of  any  year  of  Subscription. 
N.B.— To  save  trouble,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Members  of  the  Society  pay 
their  subscriptions  to  the  Society's  bankers  by  revocable  order  upon  their  own 
bankers,  a  printed  form  for  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Assistant  Secretary.

Mr.  John  H.  White,  175,  High  Street,  Camden  Town,  N.W. 
The  Longton  Free  Library  has  also  become  a  subscriber  and  has 

bought  several  back  volumes. 
These  new  members  nearly  balance  the  losses  of  the  year,  the  net 

loss  being  five  members  only. 
The  financial  position  of  the  Society  is  satisfactory,  the  balance  in 
the  bank  on  October  15th  being  £108.  At  the  same  period 
'last  year  it  was  £110.  Five  subscribers  have  continued  their 
voluntary  extra  half  guinea  subscription,  making  the  total 
from  this  source  £101  16$.  6d. 

The  Report  of  the  Editorial  Committee  was  read  by  the 
Honorary  Secretary  as  follows  : — 

The  Editorial  Committee  submit  a  report  and  balance  sheet  for 
the  past  year.  Volume  VII,  Xew  Series,  was  issued  to  the 
Subscribers  in  July,  190-1,  and  another  Volume  for  1905  is 
now  in  the  press.  The  new  Volume  will  contain  the 
Register  of  Bishop  Stretton,  who  was  Bishop  of  Lichfield 
and  Coventry  between  the  years  1360-1385.  It  has  been 
abstracted  into  English  by  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Wilson  from  the 
original  Record  at  Lichfield. 

After  it  had  been  decided  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society  to 
print  the  Episcopal  Registers  as  a  continuous  series,  a  letter 
was  sent,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield, 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Canterbury  and  York 
Society,  which  had  been  formed  for  the  printing  of  the  same 
Records,  proposing  that  the  two  Societies  should  co-operate 
in  the  work.  This  letter  was  laid  before  the  Committee  of 
the  Canterbury  and  York  Society,  but  it  appeared  that  the 
latter  Society  had  decided  to  print  the  Registers  in  the 
original  Latin  text ;  as  Mr.  Wilson's  abstracts  were  in  Pmglish, 
any  idea  of  co-operation  between  the  two  Societies  had  to  be 
abandoned.  The  ancient  diocese,  however,  comprised  all 
Derbyshire  and  Cheshire,  and  parts  of  Warwickshire  and 
Lancashire  in  addition  to   the  present  diocese.      It  was 


therefore  considered  advisable  to  issue  a  circular  to  the 
clergy  and  laity  of  the  districts  comprised  within  the  limits 
of  the  old  diocese  drawing  their  attention  to  the  proposed 
scheme ;  and  the  following  memorandum  was  accordingly 
drawn  up  and  sent  to  all  the  beneficed  clergy  and  justices  of 
.    the  peace  within  the  above  limits. 

The  Episcopal  Registers  at  Lichfield. 

The  William  Salt  Archaeological  Society,  which  was  founded  in 
1879,  has  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  issued  annual 
Volumes  bearing  upon  the  History  of  the  County  of  Stafford. 
It  is  now  proposed,  with  the  permission  of  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  Lichfield,  to  print  English  abstracts  of  the  Episcopal 
Registers  at  Lichfield  in  a  continuous  series,  of  which  the  first 
Volume  will  be  issued  about  the  middle  of  1905. 

The  Bishops'  Registers  begin  between  six  and  seven  centuries 
ago,  and  contain  not  only  the  names  of  the  clergy  presented  to 
the  various  benefices,  but  many  matters  illustrative  of  the 
Canon  Law,  church  services,  and  the  manners  and  customs  of 
the  times.  In  the  licences  for  oratories  and  chapels,  the 
ownership  of  many  manors  is  incidentally  shown,  and  in  the 
Ordination  Lists  and  Institutions  will  be  found  the  patronage 
and  tenure  of  the  various  benefices  within  the  diocese. 

The  form  in  which  the  Registers  will  be  issued  is  an  English 
abstract  of  the  Latin  original,  the  degree  of  condensation 
depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  entry,  but  in  no  case  will 
any  fact  or  name  of  person  or  place  be  intentionally  omitted. 
The  Volumes,  of  not  less  than  300  pages,  will  be  fully  indexed, 
and  will  form  a  complete  directory  to  the  originals  at 
Lichfield. 

The  Diocese  in  the  middle  ages  consisted  of  all  Derbyshire, 
Staffordshire,  and  Cheshire,  part  of  Shropshire  (the  Arch- 
deaconry of  Salop  and  the  Deanery  of  Bridgenorth), 
Warwickshire  (the  Archdeaconries  of  Coventry  and 
Birmingham),  and  Lancashire  (south  of  the  Ribble). 

In  order  to  afford  those  who  are  interested  in  the  parishes  of  the 
former  Diocese  outside  the  County  of  Stafford,  an  opportunity 
of  procuring  the  records  relating  to  their  counties  and 
parishes,  the  William  Salt  Society  will  publish  their  abstracts 
of  the  Lichfield  Diocesan  Registers  in  a  separate  form,  to  be 
issued  at  the  rate  probably  of  one  Volume  in  two  years.  The 
price  of  each  Volume  will  depend  on  the  number  of  Subscribers, 


but  will  not,  in  any  case,  exceed  half-a-guinea,  to  be  paid 
when  the  Volume  is  issued.  It  is  proposed  that  these 
Volumes  shall  form  the  ordinary  issue  for  the  year  to  the 
present  members  of  the  Society,  while  the  Volumes  containing 
the  Diocesan  Registers  alone  will  be  issued  to  the  special 
Subscribers.  The  Volume  which  it  is  proposed  to  issue  next 
year  is  the  Register  of  Bishop  Robert  de  Stretton  (1360- 
1385).  The  English  abstract  of  this  has  been  made  by  the 
Rev.  R.  A.  Wilson,  the  Vicar  of  Hints,  near  Tamworth. 
If  you  should  desire  to  subscribe  to  this  undertaking,  the 
Committee  of  the  William  Salt  Society  would  be  much 
obliged  by  your  signing  the  enclosed  form  and  transmitting 
it  to  the  Assistant  Secretary,  at  the  William  Salt  Library, 
Stafford.

The  response  to  this  circular  has  not  been  encouraging,  for 
although  over  2,000  circulars  were  posted,  less  than  fifty 
answers  have  been  received,  notifying  a  wish  to  subscribe  to 
the  undertaking.  The  price  named  for  each  Volume,  viz. 
half-a-guinea,  was  decided  upon,  on  the  advice  of  several  of 
the  clergy,  who  represented  that  the  parochial  clergy,  with 
their  small  incomes,  would  not  be  likely  to  subscribe  to  a 
Volume  of  larger  price,  but  the  limit  thus  placed  on  the  cost 
of  the  Volume  will  produce  an  anomaly  at  first  si^kt,  as  the 
old  subscribers  will  pay  a  guinea  for  the  same  Volume.  It 
should,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Society  would 
have  been  bound  under  any  circumstances  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  of  printing  these  records,  which  have  been 
hitherto  unattainable  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
accurate  copies  or  abstracts  of  documents  of  this  description, 
whilst  the  subscriptions  of  the  new  members  will  more  than 
cover  the  cost  of  the  additional  Volumes. 

The  Committee  has  also  to  report  that  the  Rev.  William 
Beresford  has  found  an  ancient  copy  of  the  Chartulary  of 
Dieulacres  Abbey  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Arthur  Parker  of 
Leek.  The  Chartulary  is  a  copy  made  by  Benjamin 
Rudyerd  in  the  reign  <>f  diaries  I.,  and  was  discovered  at 
Shirburn  Castle  amongst  the  Parker  muniments.  Lady 
Macclesfield  sent  it  to  her  grandson,  Mr.  Arthur  Parker, 
and  the  latter  has  very  kindly  lent  it  to  the  Committee  to  be 
printed  by  the  Society.  The  Honorary  Secretary  is  now 
engaged  in  taking  a  copy  of  it. 


The  Society  has  to  deplore  the  loss  of  Sir  Thomas  Salt,  who  has 
served  on  the  Committee  for  many  years,  who  took  an 
unfailing  interest  in  their  work,  and  to  whom  the  Committee 
has  been  often  indebted  for  useful  advice. 

Lord  WrottesJey  moved  that  the  Report  be  adopted,  and  this 
was  carried  unanimously* 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Bishops'  Registers  should  be  issued 
in  separate  volumes  and  not  mixed  up  with  the  lay  records  of  the 
County  or  other  miscellaneous  matters,  and  it  was  explained  that 
this  was  the  intention  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Brough  asked  for  information  respecting  the  Dieulacres 
Chartulary  and  where  the  interest  of  it  lay.  The  answer  was  the 
great  antiquity  of  its  contents,  that  the  interest  of  it  was  in  fact 
similar  in  kind  to  that  of  the  Burton  Chartulary  and  other 
monastic  documents  which  had  been  previously  printed  by  the 
Society. 

The  Chairman  proposed  that  Sir  T.  A.  Salt  be  elected  a 
member  of  the  Committee  in  place  of  his  late  father.  This  was 
seconded  by  Archdeacon  Lane  and  carried  unanimously. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Thoresby  Society  were  willing  to 
make  an  exchange  of  their  Proceedings  with  the  Society.  This 
was  approved  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Library.* 

Major-General  Wrottesley,  observing  that  many  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Library  were  present,  asked  whether  the  copy  of  the  Liber 
Albus,  the  earliest  of  the  Bishops'  Registers  now  in  the  Library, 
could  be  lent  to  the  Committee  for  printing.  The  Trustees  who 
were  present  were  of  opinion  that  it  could  be  lent  for  that  purpose 
and  they  would  bring  the  matter  before  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Library  Trustees.!  Mr.  Holland  remarked  that  another  copy  of 
the  book  would  have  to  be  made,  as  the  printer  could  not  use  it  in 
its  present  form  without  defacing  it.  It  was  agreed  that  this 
would  be  necessary. 

Archdeacon  Lane  proposed  that  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  be 
given  to  the  Chairman  and  the  Honorary  Secretary.  This  was 
carried  unanimously,  and  after  a  brief  reply  from  Lord  Wrottesley 
the  meeting  separated.

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PREFACE. 


THIS  volume  is  the  first-fruits  of  a  design  for  the  calendaring  or 
indexing  of  the  Episcopal  Registers  of  the  see  of  Lichfield. 
When  I  began  to  work  upon  a  Register,  a  summary  of  the 
contents  seemed  necessary,  as  a  first  step  towards  either -index  or 
calendar.  At  the  Bishop's  request  communications  were 
established  with  the  Editorial  Committee  of  the  William  Salt 
Historical  Society,  who  readily  undertook  to  publish  records 
which  have  so  important  a  bearing  on  the  history  of  the  county. 
To  be  relieved  of  the  making  of  indices,  and  thus  to  have  the 
work  so  greatly  expedited,  was  a  great  gain,  and  I  gladly  placed 
the  results  of  my  work  at  the  Society's  disposal. 

The  choice  of  the  fifth  register,  for  publication  first,  needs 
explanation.  It  was  known  that  the  late  Bishop  Hobhouse  had 
been  at  work  on  the  earlier  registers,  but  how  much  he  had  done 
could  not  be  ascertained  without  some  delay.  To  have 
attempted  work  already  accomplished  by  him  would  have  been 
more  than  folly.  A  register  was  therefore  chosen  which  he  was 
known  not  to  have  touched.  It  is  a  matter  for  deep  regret  that 
his  MS.  of  Register  No.  2  seems  lost  beyond  hope  of  recovery, 
and  that  it  must  now  be  done  by  inferior  hands,  whosesoever 
they  are. 

I  fear  that  the  absence  of  institutions1  may  cause  some 
disappointment;  and  I  regret  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  include 
them  in  this  volume.  They  are  in  a  book  by  themselves,  and 
are  now  being  prepared  for  publication  in  the  next  issue. 

As  to  the  form  chosen.  An  English  abstract  is  not  the  ideal  : 
but  it  has  its  advantages.  Many  entries  in  the  original  are 
wearisomely  prolix,  and  contain  much  that  does  not  repay  the 
labour  of  reading.    Others  have  the  same  facts  repeated  several 

1  There  are  a  few  institutions  in  the  Register  of  the  Vicars  General,  and  some 
are  quoted  from  earlier  Registers. 
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times  in  the  various  documents  of  which  they  are  made  up.  It 
is  in  such  entries  that  the  utility  of  an  abstract  is  most  evident. 
In  entries  which  do  not  admit  of  much  condensation,  the  abstract 
becomes  almost  a  translation,  and  the  gain  by  condensation  is 
small,  while  the  opportunity  for  error  is  greater  than  in  a 
transcript. 

I  should  like  to  warn  readers  against  over-confidence  in  the 
correctness  of  everything  in  the  abstract.  Those  who  are 
familiar  with  mediaeval  MSS.  will  not  need  any  warning  ;  but 
for  the  benefit  of  others,  I  would  explain  that  not  only  are 
contractions  freely  used,  and  that  not  absolutely  according  to  a 
definite  rule,  but  also  there  is  no  difference  in  the  form  of  the 
strokes  which  make  up  the  letters  /,  ;//,  n,  //,  and  v,  and  the  form 
of  c  and  t  are  identical.  In  the  case  of  words  the  sense  will 
generally  indicate  the  interpretation,  but,  in  the  names  of  persons 
and  places,  nothing  but  a  knowledge  of  what  the  name  really  is 
can  ensure  correctness.  I  mention  these  things,  not  so  much  by 
way  of  apology,  as  in  the  hope  that  the  remembrance  of  them 
may  lead  readers  to  detect  for  themselves  the  true  form  under- 
lying my  errors.  I  should  be  glad  to  have  pointed  out  to  me 
any  errors  which  may  be  discovered,  as  well  as  identifications  of 
difficult  place-names,  so  that  what  is  amiss  may  be  set  right  in 
future. 

In  the  Introduction  I  have  given  a  life  of  the  Bishop,  for 
which  I  am  indebted,  almost  entirely,  to  the  Dictionary  of 
National  Biography,  and  a  short  account  of  some  mediaeval 
usages  illustrated  by  the  register.  The  Appendix  of  Religious 
Houses,  though  not  so  perfect  as  I  could  wish,  will  be  found 
useful  for  identifying  places  mentioned,  under  various  spellings, 
.in  the  Ordination  Lists. 

The  Index  contains,  I  believe,  every  place  occurring  in  the 
body  of  the  register.  It  seemed  inexpedient  to  cumber  it  with 
all  the  names  in  the  Ordination  Lists,  and  only  the  benefices 
have  been  included.  The  bishops  w  ho  ordained,  and  the  places 
where  ordinations  were  held,  will  be  found  on  pages  vii.  and 
xiii.  of  the  Introduction. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  much  kindness 
and  help  :  especially  to  the  present  occupant  of  the  see,  who  has 
encouraged  and  promoted  this  attempt  to  disclose  the  acts  of  his 
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predecessors ;  to  the  Registrar  of  the  diocese  for  his  courtesy  in 
making  access  to  the  originals  so  easy  ;  to  General  the  Hon. 
George  Wrottesley,  who  has  looked  through  the  proof-sheets  and 
given  me  the  benefit  of  his  great  knowledge  of  local  history  ; 
and  to  the  Rev.  F.  P.  Parker  for  much  assistance  in  many 
matters.

On  January  1st,  1358-9,  Edward  III,  at  the  request  of  the 
Black  Prince,  nominated  him  to  the  see  of  Lichfield,  vacant  by 
the  death  of  Roger  de  Xorthburgh.  Archbishop  Islip  refused  to 
consecrate  him,  on  the  ground  of  his  lack  of  learning,  and  Pope 
Innocent  VI,  to  whom  he  went  to  be  examined,  upheld  the 
Archbishop's  decision.  The  King  would  not  give  way,  and  the 
see  remained  vacant,  the  temporalities  being  in  the  King's  hands. 
The  Black  Prince  moved  the  Pope  to  refer  the  matter  back  to 
the  Archbishop,  who  again  examined  Robert,  and  again  rejected 
him.  Finally,  seeing  no  better  way  out  of  the  difficulty,  the  Pope 
issued  a  Bull  of  Provision  (22nd  April,  1360),  allowing  Robert's 
election,  and  directing  the  Archbishop  to  consecrate  him  without 
examination.  On  September  26th,  1360,  Robert's  election  was 
confirmed,  and  a  commission  issued  to  the  Bishops  of  London 
and  Rochester  to  consecrate,  which  they  reluctantly  did  on  the 
following  day.  The  temporalities  of  the  see  had  been  restored 
on  September  19th,  and  on  February  6th,  1 360-1,  Robert  de

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Stretton  made  profession  of  canonical  obedience  to  the  Arch- 
bishop at  Lambeth,  another  reading  his  profession  because  he  him- 
self was  not  able  to  read} 

Although  no  scholar,  he  evidently  had  qualities  which  recom- 
mended him  to  the  King,  and  the  Black  Prince.  The  Popes 
regarded  him  as  a  man  of  influence,  for  in  1355  ne  was  instructed 
to  assist  the  Papal  Nuncio  in  preventing  hostilities  between 
England  and  France,  and  again,  in  August  1 371,  he  was  requested 
to  procure  from  the  King  a  safe- conduct  to  England  for  Cardinals 
Simon  and  John. 

Much  of  his  Episcopal  work  was  done  by  assistant  bishops. 
He  did  not  administer  Orders  in  person  after  Lent  1368  ;  and  in 
one  case  he  made  an  unfortunate  choice  of  an  assistant  bishop ; 
for  a  doubt  arose  as  to  the  regularity  of  his  consecration,  and,  as 
no  proof  was  forthcoming,  the  men  who  had  received  Orders  at 
his  hands  were  recalled  and  conditionally  reordainecl.  He  would 
appear  to  have  resided  for  the  most  part  within  his  diocese,  chiefly 
at  his  manor  of  Heywood  in  Staffordshire. 

He  founded  Chantries  at  Stretton  Magna,  and  at  Stretton  on 
Dunsmore,  and  renovated  the  shrine  of  S.  Chad  in  the  Lady 
Chapel  of  Lichfield  Cathedral. 

On  September  7th,  1381,  having  become  infirm  and  blind,  he 
was  ordered  by  the  Chapter  of  Canterbury  to  appoint  a  coadjutor 
within  10  days. 

He  died  at  Heywood,  March  28th,  1385,  and  was  buried  in 
Lichfield  Cathedral  on  the  north  side  of  the  shrine  of  S.  Chad.2 
His  will,  dated  March  19th,  1384-5,  was  proved  at  Lambeth) 
April  10th  (Regr.  of  Archbp.  Courtenay). 

II.  THE  DIOCESE  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield  included  within  its 
bounds  the  whole  of  the  counties  of  Chester,  Derby,  and  Stafford, 
parts  of  the  counties  of  Lancaster  (all  south  of  the  Ribble),  Salop 
(the  Archdeaconry  of  Salop  and  the  Deanery  of  Bridgnorth), 
Warwick  (the  Archdeaconries  of  Coventry  and  Birmingham),  and 
Flint  (the  detached  portion).

The  Dioceses  then  adjoining  were  York  (in  respect  of  N. 
Lancashire,  York,  and  Notts.),  Lincoln  (in  respect  of  Leicester, 
Northants,  and  Oxford),  Worcester  (in  respect  of  S.W.  Warwick 
and  Worcester).  Hereford  (in  respect  of  S.  Shropshire),  and  S. 
Asaph  (in  respect  of  Montgomery,  Denbigh,  and  Flint). 

The  Diocese  was  divided  into  five  Archdeaconries,  Chester, 
Coventry,  Derby,  Salop,  and  Stafford. 

The  population  of  the  diocese  was  by  estimation  about  a 
twentieth  of  that  now  contained  in  the  same  area,  but  the  propor- 
tion of  clergy  to  laity  was  much  greater  than  it  is  now.  It  is 
impossible  to  say  what  the  number  of  clergy  was,  but  the  Ordina- 
tion Lists  furnish  data  for  a  rough  comparison.  During  the 
24^  years  of  Bishop  Stretton's  Episcopate  the  average  number  of 
men  ordained  Deacons  was  97;  of  these  21  were  regulars,  and 
though  the  Friars  did  a  certain  amount  of  ministerial  work  as 
preachers  and  confessors,  they  were  not  parochial  clergy  and 
ought  perhaps  to  be  left  out  of  account.  A  yearly  average  of 
76  secular  Deacons  remains.1  During  the  25  years  from  1873  to 
1897  the  average  number  of  Deacons  ordained  was  171. 2  Allow- 
ing a  margin  in  consideration  of  visits  of  the  Black  Death,  it 
would  appear  that  the  actual  number  of  clergy"  may  be  from  two 
and  a  half  to  three  times  greater  than  it  was  in  Bishop  Stretton's 
time,  but  that  the  relative  number  in  proportion  to  the  population 
is  eight  or  nine  times  less. 

The  income  of  the  see  was  about  £330  per  annum,4  a  sum

which  needs  multiplying  by  about  twenty  to  give  its  approximate 
value  in  the  currency  of  to-day. 

III.  The  Bishop  is  not  merely  the  chief  Minister  of  the  diocese, 
but  also  the  source  of  all  ministerial  authority  within  it  ;  so  that 
no  one  may  lawfully  exercise  any  ministerial  function,  except  it 
be  delegated  to  him  by  the  Bishop.  This  was  so  in  the  time  of 
the  Apostles,  and  has  been  the  rule  and  practice  of  the  Church 
ever  since.  The  admission  of  men  both  to  Orders  and  to  the 
cure  of  souls  belongs  to  the  Bishop. 

Though  the  rule  remains,  many  details  in  its  observance  have 
altered,  and  an  account  of  some  mediaeval  usages  may  not  be 
wholly  out  of  place. 

IV.  ORDERS  were  of  two  classes  :  Major  or  Holy,  and  Minor. 
It  was  not  necessary  to  pass  through  all  the  Minor  Orders  on 
the  way  to  Holy  Orders.  The  necessary  steps  were  apparently  : 
First  tonsure,  which  made  a  man  a  Clerk,  but  was  not  properly 
an  order,  and  Acolyte.  The  other  Minor  Orders  were  Exorcist, 
Reader  and  Doorkeeper.  The  Subdiaconate,  originally  a  Minor 
Order,  came,  about  the  twelfth  century,  to  be  reckoned  among  the 
Major  Orders  along  with  the  Diaconate  and  Priesthood.  The 
Episcopate  was  outside  and  above  these  two  classes. 

All  Orders  were  conferred  by  a  Bishop1  under  limitations 
imposed  by  ecclesiastical  law.  The  monition  to  candidates  for 
Orders  (see  p.  159)  gives  a  general  idea  of  these  limitations. 

V.  A  TITLE  was  always  required.  As  early  as  the  fifth 
century  it  was  decreed  that  no  Presbyter  or  Deacon  should  be 
ordained  "  at  large,"  but  must  be  assigned  to  a  Church,  Oratory,  or 
Monastery,  otherwise  his  Ordination  to  be  void.2  The  utility  of 
this  rule,  as  a  check  upon  the  increase  of  unemployed  Clergy  with- 
out means  of  subsistence,  is  obvious.  The  means  of  subsistence 
was  insisted  on  as  much  as  the  sphere  of  work  ;  indeed  in  mediaeval 
times  the  latter  was  sometimes  dispensed  with,  and  men  were 
ordained  to  the  title  of  "  Patrimony  "  or  "  Hereditary  House  " 
("  Private  means"),  and  even  to  the  title  of  a  yearly  pension.

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In  the  case  of  the  Regular  Clergy  (Monks  and  Friars),  their 
profession  constituted  a  title  to  Orders.  The  Secular  Clergy, 
unless  presented  early  to  a  benefice,  received  their  title  almost 
universally  from  the  Religious  Houses.  The  Religious  Houses 
had  the  patronage  of  a  large  number  of  Parochial  Churches  and 
Chapels,  which  had  been  appropriated  to  them  ;  and  they  would 
be  able  to  find  places  for  many  secular  clerks  in  serving  them, 
and  the  Chantries  in  them  ;  but  many  of  those  to  whom  they  had 
given  titles  must  also  have  been  maintained  by  them  for  years.  In 
fact  it  was  to  the  Monasteries  that  the  Church  of  England  owed  its 
supply  of  Clergy.  They  provided  men  with  the  means  of  training, 
with  a  title,  and  with  work  and  maintenance  until  they  obtained 
a  benefice. 

VI.  In  the  Monition,  it  will  be  observed  that  "no  one  of  another 
diocese,  unless  with  LETTERS  DIMISSORY  from  his  own  Diocesan," 
might  be  ordained.  The  Council  of  Nicaea  (a.D.  325)  decreed 
that  no  Bishop  might  ordain  a  clerk  from  another  diocese,  and 
the  Council  of  Carthage  (a.D.  349)  extended  the  limitation  to 
laymen.  A  Bishop  was  considered  to  have  a  right  to  the 
services  of  all  men  of  his  own  diocese  who  offered  themselves 
for  the  ministry.  So  that  if  a  man  wished  to  be  ordained  in 
another  diocese,  he  had  to  obtain  leave  from  the  Bishop  of  the 
diocese  of  his  origin.  The  Bishop  signified  his  leave  by  Letters 
dimissory.  A  man  who  had  obtained  a  title  to  Orders  in  another 
diocese,  might  be  ordained  by  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  his 
origin,  nor  does  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  in 
which  his  title  was,  seem  to  have  been  required.  Most  of  the 
Letters  dimissory  issued  by  Bishop  Stretton  are  to  men,  already 
clerks,  who,  either  held  a  Benefice  in  his  diocese  and  were  going 
to  reside  elsewhere  for  study,  or  were  going  to  be  ordained  to 
a  title  in  another  diocese.  The  Letters  apparently  were  general, 
and  authorised  them  to  receive  Orders  from  any  Catholic  Bishop. 
The  present  custom  of  the  Church  of  England  is  different.  It 
vests  the  right  of  Ordination  in  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which 
a  man's  title  to  Orders  is,  and  takes  no  notice  of  his  origin.1  So 
that  practically  the  only  case  in  which  a  Bishop  now  issues

VII.  Interval  between  Orders. — A  deacon  of  the 
Church  of  England  is  now  required  "to  continue  in  that  office 
the  space  of  a  whole  year,  except  for  reasonable  causes  it  shall 
otherwise  seem  good  unto  the  Bishop."  In  the  fourteenth 
century  the  only  limitation  was  that  no  one  might  receive  two 
Holy  Orders,  or  one  minor  and  one  Holy  Order,  on  the  same 
day.  Men  were  frequently,  almost  usually,  ordained  subdeacon, 
deacon,  and  priest  at  successive  ordinations. 

VIII.  Time  and  Place  of  Ordinations. — Ordinations 
were  generally  held  five  times  a  year  (at  the  Ember  seasons 
and  again  during  Lent),  and  always  on  a  Saturday.1 

The  place  of  ordination,  when  the  Bishop  officiated  in  person, 
was  generally  the  chapel  of  his  Manor  of  Haywood.  Otherwise 
it  was  the  neighbouring  prebend al  church  of  Cohvich.  Only 
once  were  ordinations  held  in  the  cathedrals  of  Coventry  and 
Lichfield.2 

IX.  NON-RESIDENCE. — The  number  of  licences  granted  to 
incumbents  to  be  absent  from  their  churches  is  very  large. 
This  is  attributable  to  (i)  dispensation  with  the  age  qualification, 
(2)  plurality,  and  (3)  secular  employment. 

(1)  The  sons  of  landed  gentry  or  of  patrons  might  be  made 
"  clerks "  by  tonsure,  and  instituted  to  a  benefice  at  any  age. 
The  Bishop  then  had  power  over  the  youth,  to  place  him  under 
a  tutor,  and  to  sequestrate  the  income  of  the  benefice  to  his 
education,  and  to  providing  for  the  serving  of  the  cure. 
Generally  the  well-born  nominee  was  instituted  as  an  acolyte,  or 
a  deacon  at  most,  and  then  got  leave  of  absence  for  study,  which

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was  renewed  from  time  to  time,  postponing  his  admission  to 
full  Orders.  A  benefice  was  regarded,  by  those  who  had 
patronage  or  influence  enough,  as  the  normal  provision  for  the 
education  of  younger  sons. 

(2)  Plurality  was  common,  and  only  limited  by  opportunity, 
as  Papal  dispensations  were  sometimes  granted  to  well-born 
youths  to  "  hold  ecclesiastical  benefices  without  stint."  Robert 
de  Strctton  himself  held  one  or  two  Rectories,  as  well  as  several 
Prebends,  at  the  time  of  his  nomination  to  the  See,  and  was 
probably  in  attendance  on  the  Black  Prince  all  the  time. 
Rectors  were  not  required  to  swear  residence  at  their  institution, 
though  Vicars  were. 

(3)  In  an  age  when  few  beside  the  Clergy  were  literate,  it  is 
natural  that  their  services  should  have  been  in  request  for  secular 
employment.  The  great  offices  of  State  were  filled  by 
Churchmen,1  and  the  "  King's  Clerks,"  originally  his  Chaplains, 
became  also,  as  early  as  the  reign  of  Canute,  an  organised  body 
for  the  transaction  of  the  affairs  of  his  government.  The 
nobility  made  a  like  use  of  their  Chaplains  in  their  affairs — 
witness  the  number  of  licences  to  incumbents  for  absence  from 
their  churches  to  serve  or  attend  some  lord.  It  was  not  their 
learning  alone  which  recommended  the  employment  of  Clergy  in 
secular  affairs  ;  the  system  had  also  the  merit  of  cheapness. 
There  was  no  need  to  provide  salaries  for  them,  as  they  derived 
their  income  from  the  ecclesiastical  benefices  which  they  held, 
but  did  not  serve  ;  the  "cure  of  souls,"  the  object  for  which  the 
benefice  existed,  being  deputed  to  Chaplains,  sometimes  both  ill 
paid  and  ill  qualified. 

X.  MEDIETIES  and  PORTIONS  of  benefices  belong,  as 
regards  their  origin,  to  an  earlier  epoch,  and  their  number  had 
probably  diminished  considerably  by  the  fourteenth  century. 
The  system  of  patronage  was  no  doubt  responsible  for  them. 
Partition  of  a  benefice  came  about,  either  through  an  agreement 
between  joint  patrons,  or  a  division  among  co-heiresses,  or  by 
arrangement  of  a  single  patron.     A  surprising   amount  of

latitude  was  allowed  to  patrons  in  the  disposal  of  the  incomes 
of  benefices.  They  allotted  the  tithes  pretty  much  as  they 
liked  among  the  ministers  of  a  church,  and  were  able  to  detach 
pensions  from  a  benefice,  and  present  men  to  them.  The 
marriage  of  the  clergy,  which,  in  spite  of  all  discouragement, 
lingered  in  England  till  the  thirteenth  century,  and  which 
resulted  in  many  benefices  being  handed  down  from  father  to 
son  for  generations,  was  no  doubt  contributory  to  the  increase  of 
portions.  It  was  not  until  the  Papacy  had  established  its 
ascendancy  in  England,  that  the  abuse  was  materially  checked. 
The  practice  was  harmful  in  even-  way  ;  the  division  of  income 
tended  to  clerical  poverty,  the  division  of  responsibility  to 
neglect  of  duty,  and  the  division  of  authority  to  unseemly 
strife.1 

XI.  The  Sacrament  of  Penance  has  had  two  distinct 
developments.  That  of  the  early  centuries,  when  those 
excommunicated  for  grave  sins — idolatry,  homicide,  or 
unchastity — were,  after  making  public  confession,  admitted 
by  the  Bishop  to  penance,  and  could  only  be  restored  to 
communion  by  him  ;  which  would  not  generally  be  for  some 
years,  or  even  not  until  they  were  at  the  point  of  death.  This 
solemn  penance  was  purely  disciplinary,  and  was  not  concerned 
with  the  forgiveness  of  sins  by  God.  Its  rigours  and  disabilities, 
and  the  fact  that  it  might  not  be  repeated  for  a  second  lapse, 
made  men  unwilling  to  submit  themselves  to  it,  and  it  fell  into 
disuse. 

The  second  development  is  closely  connected  with  the 
development  of  belief  in  the  power  of  the  keys.  The  early 
Fathers  do  not  claim  this  power  for  the  ministers  of  the  Church. 
In  early  Sacramentaries  a  prayer  is  found  for  the  bestowal  of 
the  Holy.  Ghost  on  Bishops  to  enable  them  to  remit  sins,  but  the 
form  of  commission  now  used  in  the  Ordination  of  Priests  is  not 
found  before  the  middle  of  the  eleventh  century  ;  and  whether 
this  power  extended  to  the  guilt  of  sin,  or  only  to  its  temporal 
penalty,  remained  an  open  question  till  the  Council  of  Trent,2

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though  it  is  probable  that  the  laity  in  . general  had  long  regarded 
the  Priest  as  possessed  of  full  power. 

The  existence  of  manuals  for  Confessors,  called  "  Penitcntials," 
in  the  seventh  century,  shows  that  auricular  confession  was  then 
in-common  use,  but  it  was  not  made  obligatory  till  the  Lateran 
Council  of  1216. 

XII.  Jurisdiction  and  Reserved  Cases. — The  ministry 
of  Penance  was  at  first  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishops,  and  they 
always  kept  control  over  it.  No  priest  might  be  a  confessor  with- 
out licence  from  the  Bishop  or  Pope,  but  the  ancient  claim  of  the 
Parish  Priest,  to  hear  the  confessions  of  his  parishioners,  was 
recognized  in  the  system  of  jurisdiction  evolved  by  the  school- 
men1, and  confirmed  by  the  Lateran  Council,  when  it  decreed 
that  confession  must  be  made  annually  proprio  saccrdoti,  unless 
he  agreed  to  another  arrangement,  or  there  was  some  valid  reason 
to  the  contrary. 

Jurisdiction  was  also  dependent  on  the  degree  of  (1)  the 
penitent  and  (2)  the  sin. 

(1)  For  a  King,  the  "proper  priest"  was  cither  the  Bishop  of 
the  diocese  in  which  he  was  crowned,  or  the  Pope  ;  for  a  noble, 
the  Bishop  in  whose  diocese  his  principal  seat  was,  and  so  on  ; 
but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  princes,  nobles  and  gentlefolk  got  licences 
from  the  Pope  or  Bishop  to  choose  confessors  for  themselves. 
Many  such  licences  arc  recorded  in  this  Register.2 

(2)  The  Parish  Priest  or  other  authorized  Confessor  was  not 
competent  to  deal  with  all  cases.  Certain  cases  were  reserved 
to  the  Bishop,  and  had  to  be  referred  to  him,  except  only  when 
the  penitent  was  at  the  point  of  death  ;  then  any  priest  might 
absolve  him,  and  some  cases  had  to  be  passed  on  by  the  Bishop 
to  the  Pope.  The  follow  ing  lines  from  a  document  of  the  early 
fifteenth  century5  give  some  of  the  chief"  Papal  "  cases  :

But: 

Percutiens  clericum  Roman  petat  :  excipiuntur 
ut  puer  :  atque  senex  :  egrotus  :  femina  :  pauper : 
et  claustralis  :  habens  inimicos  :  et  hostia  servans.2 
Several  lists  of  Reserved  Cases  are  to  be  found  in  this 
Register,3  from  which  it  appears  that  the  Bishop  reserved  to 
himself  offences  against  his  churches,  property,  person,  and 
dignity,  and  the  graver  sins. 

Licences  to  choose  a  confessor,  or  to  be  penitentiary  {i.e., 
confessor),  even  in  reserved  cases,  must  be  understood  as  extend- 
ing only  to  such  cases  as  were  reservable,  or  not,  at  the  Bishop's 
discretion. 

There  are  several  licences  to  Incumbents  to  be  confessors 
to  their  parishioners.  This  does  not  mean  that  their  penitentiary 
jurisdiction  had  not  previously  been  recognized,  only  that  they 
were  empowered  by  the  licence  to  deal  with  cases  ordinarily 
reserved.4  A  Parochial  Chaplain  or  Assistant  Curate  needed  a 
licence  before  he  could  act  as  confessor. 

Besides  the  Parochial  Clergy  there  were  other  confessors 
licensed  by  the  Bishop  : — A  Penitentiary  General  for  the  whole 
diocese,5  who  was  sometimes  a  Bishop  ;  a  Penitentiary  in  each 
Cathedral  Church ;  Penitentiaries  for  Archdeaconries,  for 
Deaneries  or  groups  of  Deaneries,  and  for  Parishes  or  groups  of 
Parishes.    These  were  usually  Friars. 

The  Religious  (monks  and  nuns)  had  their  own  confessors, 
and  special  confessors  were  assigned  for  the  Clergy.0  The 
Beneficed  Clergy  often  got  licences  to  choose  for  themselves/

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XIII.  The  Register  consists  of  131  parchment  leaves 
bound  in  sheep.  The  first  39  leaves  measure  about  1 1  by  S  inches, 
the  rest  about  13^  by  10  inches.  It  is  in  very  good  preservation, 
and  there  are  few  places  where  the  writing  is  so  worn  and  faint 
as  to  be  illegible,  nor  are  these  of  much  importance. 

The  entries  extend  from  26th  September,  1360,  to  10th 
March,  1385,  but  include  some  documents  of  a  much  earlier  date. 
Folios  1  and  2  contain  the  Register  of  the  Vicars  General  ; 
3  to  37  Licences  ;  38  to  80  General  Acts,  not  in  strictly  chrono- 
logical order;  80  and  81  a  Will,  with  several  ecclesiastical 
bequests  ;  82  to  131  Ordinations. 

XIV.  The  Abstract. — The  aim  of  the  editor  has  been  to 
condense,  into  as  concise  a  form  as  might  be,  the  whole  matter  of 
the  original.  The  degree  of  condensation  varies  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  entry.  Where  the  facts  are  repeated  several  times, 
with  slight  variations  or  additions,  in  the  various  documents 
which  go  to  make  up  the  original  entry,  they  have  been  reduced 
into  one  account,  but  in  no  case  has  the  name  of  a  person  or 
place  or  any  material  fact  been  intentionally  omitted.

1  The  appropriation  of  a  church  required  confirmation  by  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese. 
If  a  Bishop  thought  good  he  might  require  proof  that  such  confirmation  had  been 
duly  given.    When  satisfied  he  issued  a  "  dimission.''  ^ 
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to  himself,  to  ds.  Robert,  Rector  of  S.  Gregory's,  London,  the 
collector,  but  the  Archbishop's  letter  through  the  fault  of  the 
bearer  did  not  arrive  in  time.

At  Repyndon  [Repton],  xviij.  Kal.  Jul.  1364,  and  the  4th 
year  of  the  Bishop's  consecration,  a  certain  brother  was  pro- 
moted Suffragan  of  the  Bishop  and  his  Penitentiary  General  in 
the  whole  diocese.2 

The  Bishop  leases  his  palace  in  the  city  of  Coventry  with 
its  gardens  and  appurtinences  to  Nicholas  de  Crouland,  chaplain, 
and  Henry  de  Kele,  citizen  of  Coventry,  for  4  years,  at  a  rent 
of  46s.

Commission  to  interdict  the  commonalty,  town,  and  Parish 
Church  of  Rcpyndon  [Repton].    The  Bishop  in  the  course  of 
his  visitation  lately  came  to  the  Prior)'  of  Repyndon.  Certain 
satellites  of  Satan,  the  whole  commonalty  of  the  town,  with 
swords  and  staves,  bows  and  arrows,  noise  and  tumult,  while 
•  we  were  actually  engaged  in  visiting  in  the  Chapter  house, 
came  and  villainously  hindered  and  alarmed  us  and  our  clerks. 
They  rushed  up  to  the  gates  of  the  priory  and  attacked  without 
cause  one  of  our  household  who  was  there  ;  then,  having  broken 
down  the  gates — we  keeping  humbly  and  harmlessly  within — 
they  presumed  in  their  malice  to  besiege  the  priory  with  con- 
tinual going  about  it  from  the  eleventh  hour  of  that  day  till 
the  first  hour  of  the  day  following,  and  shot  through  the  win- 
dows of  the  chamber  where  we  were,  with  utter  indifference 
and  inhumanity  at  us  or  any  of  our  servants.    And  neither  we 
nor  any  of  our  household  could  go  out  of  the  gates  meanwhile 
for  fear  of  death,  or  at  least  of  grievous  bodily  harm,  until  the 
noble  Sir  Alucric  de   Sulny,  knight,  and   Robert  Fraunceys 
came,  and  by  their  power  and  counsel  directed  our  feet  into  the 
way  of  peace.  Thus  these  malefactors  wickedly  violated  the  King's  Fcl-  46-  a- 
peace  and  that  of  the  Church  and  Realm  of  England  ;  and  their 
ill  doings  are  become  notorious  throughout  the  diocese.  We, 
therefore,  pass  sentence  of  major   excommunication   on  all 
members  of  the  community  who  were  in  any  way  to  blame, 
and  do  not  utterly  abhor  their  detestable  and  inhuman  per- 
tinacity, and,  in  order  to  punish  so  unspeakable  a  crime,  we 
place  the  commonalty  and  parish  church  of  the  said  town  under 
an  interdict,  and  warn  all,  under  pain  of  excommunication,  that 
the  said  malefactors,  their  aiders  and  abettors,  are  excommunicate, 
and  their  absolution  specially  reserved  to  us  and  our  superiors, 
except  only  if  they  be  at  the  point  of  death.    This  sentence  is 
to  be  published  with  all  due  solemnity  in  all  churches  on  Sun- 
days, fcastdays,  and  weekdays  at  the  proper  hours,  with  ringing 
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of  bells,  cross  erect,  candle  lighted  and  extinguished,  and 
priestly  vestments  and  stoles  worn  ;  and  the  publication  thereof 
is  to  be  continued  until  they  merit  the  grace  of  reconciliation.

Commission  from  the  Bishop,  as  the  Pope's  deputy,  to  the 
official  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Coventry,  informing  him  that 
the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Leicester  have  refused  to  pay  in 
respect  of  the  churches  which  they  hold  in  the  said  Arch- 
deaconry the  tenth  granted  by  the  clergy  of  the  province  of 
Canterbury  to  Pope  Innocent  VI.  He  is  commanded  under 
pain  of  excommunication  to  go  to  the  said  churches  and  publish 
monitions,  which  may  come  to  the  notice  of  the  said  Abbot  and 
Convent,  that  the  tenth  must  be  paid  within  a  month  from  the 
date  of  the  monition.

The 
official  is  therefore  to  warn  them  that  the  necessary  repairs  must 
be  done  within  a  year  from  the  date  of  his  monition  under 
pain  of  a  fine  of  100  marks  to  the  fabric  of  the  Church  of 
Lichfield. 

He  is  also  to  warn  them  to  pay  in  respect  of  the  said 
churches  the  caritative  subsidy1  granted  to  the  Bishop  by  the 
clergy  of  the  diocese.

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Whalley,  within  the  bounds  of  which  it  is.  That  the  said 
church  was  and  is  appropriated  to  the  said  Abbot  and  Convent, 
formerly  at  Stanlowe1  and  afterwards  transferred  to  the 
Monastery  of  Whalley,  and  that  they  have  ever  since  the 
annexation  received  the  fruits  and  profits  of  the  said  church  and 
chapel — the  portion  of  the  Vicar  of  the  Church  alone  excepted. 
But  Sir  John  de  Stafford  now  claims  the  said  chapel,  though  he 
has  no  right  to  it.  The  Bishop,  to  whom  the  official  committed 
the  case,  has  neglected  to  do  justice,  and  the  Abbot  and 
Convent  have  complained  again.  He  is  now,  with  all  due

Mandate  from  the  official  of  the  Court  of  Canterbury  to  the 
officials  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Archdeacons  of  Stafford, 
Salop,  Chester,  Coventry,  and  Derby,  ordering  them  to  publish

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at  such  days,  hours,  and  places  as  they  may  think  best  the 
sentence  of  the  said  Court  in  a  case  brought  by  the  Chapter  of 
Lichfield  Cathedral  against  ds.  John  de  Chysenhale,  Vicar  of 
Wynewyk,  for  withholding  from  them  during  the  years  1332 
to,  1342  inclusive  a  yearly  pension  of  24  marks,  payable  at 
Wynewyk  in  equal  portions  at  Christmas  and  the  Nativity  of 
S.  John  Baptist.  The  sentence  is  that  the  said  Vicar  shall 
henceforth  pay  the  said  pension  to  the  Chapter  together  with 
the  arrears,  amounting  to  264  marks,  and  100  marks,  less  one 
penny,  costs.

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  chaplains  caused  by  the  late 
plague,  and  the  consequent  difficulty  in  finding  honest, 
circumspect,  and  literate  persons  in  Priest's  orders  to  take  the  cure 
..  and  rule  of  the  said  Chantry,  the  Bishop,  at  the  request  of  the 
founder,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  chaplain,  ds  Roger  de 
Hanneley,  having  taken  counsel  with  those  learned  in  law,  and 
invoked  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  makes  the  following 
modification  of  the  original  ordination  of  the  said  chantry  : — 

1.  It  was  ordained  that  "  the  chaplain  wearing  a  surplice 
shall  say  Matins  and  the  other  Hours  daily  in  the  choir  of  the 
said  church  with  the  Vicar  or  Parochial  chaplains."  This  requires 
continual  residence.  It  is  modified  to  "only  on  Sundays  and 
double  feasts,  on  other  days  he  may  say  the  Hours  in  the  church 
or  other  honest  place,  by  himself  or  with  others.  So  that  he  be 
not  absent  more  than  21  days  a  year,  and  find  another  chaplain 
to  celebrate  for  him  in  his  absence." 

2.  It  was  ordained  that  "  the  rents  and  goods  of  the  chantry, 
after  the  deduction  of  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  expended  to 
the  use  of  the  chantry  and  not  otherwise,"    The  chaplain  holds 
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the  chantry  as  a  benefice,  and  is  entitled  to  receive  the  rents  and 
profits,  and  to  dispose  by  will  of  what  he  has  received.  He  is 
however  to  set  aside  in  a  chest  with  two  locks  a  sum  of  6s.  Sd. 
a  year  in  aid  of  the  repairs  of  the  house  belonging  to  the 
chantry. 

3.  It  was  ordained  that  "  the  chaplain  shall  bind  himself  to 
take  no  other  office  or  service."  This  is  to  be  understood  as 
meaning  only  such  as  are  incompatible  with  the  obligations  of 
the  chantry. 

4.  The  expression  "the  chaplain  shall  avoid  taverns 
altogether  and  shall  not  go  to  the  house  of  any  for  that 
purpose,"  is  to  be  understood  'that  he  shall  not  have  any  such 
custom.' 

5.  It  was  ordained  that  "  the  chaplain  shall  say  every  day 
after  Matins  before  Mass  the  Seven  and  Fifteen  Psalms1  with 
the  Litany  and  accustomed  Prayers  ;  and  after  dinner  the 
Office  of  the  Dead  with  the  Nine  Psalms.2  And  every  day 
at  the  tomb  of  the  Founders  father  and  mother  he  shall 
say  in  the  audience  of  the  bystanders  the  •  De  Profundis  '3 
with  the  Prayers  and  other  things  there  expressed."  This  is 
modified  as  follows  : — "  He  is  to  say  daily  before  his  Mass  the 
Seven  Psalms  with  the  Litany  and  accustomed  Prayers  when  he 
conveniently  can.  Also  daily  the  Office  of  the  Dead 
according  to  the  Use  of  Sarum,  except  when  honestly  hindered. 
And  also  daily  the  Psalm  '  De  Profundis '  with  the  Prayers 
there  '  Inclina  '  and  '  Fidelium,'4  immediately  after  Mass,  before 
the  altar  and  not  necessarily  at  the  said  tomb."  The  statutes 
thus  modified  to  hold  good.

Presentation  of  John  de  Cotyngham,  clerk,  Lincoln  Diocese,  to 
the  office  of  Notary  public,  under  authority  committed  to  the 
Bishop  by  a  Bull  of  Pope  Urban  V.,  dated  Avinion,  xvii.

favour  anything  whereby  they  may  lose  life  or  limb,  or  take  any 
harm.  I  will  not  reveal  their  counsel,  which  they  may  manifest 
to  me,  to  any  person  to  their  hurt.  If  anything  come  to  my 
notice  which  may  turn  to  the  danger  or  hurt  of  the  Pope,  I  will 
hinder  it  to  the  best  of  my  power,  and  if  I  cannot,  will  take  care 
that  it  be  brought  to  the  Pope's  notice.  The  Roman  Papacy, 
the  sovereignty  of  S.  Peter,  and  the  rights  of  the  said  Church,  I 
will  help,  defend,  preserve  and  restore,  especially  in  my  native 
state  or  land.  I  will  exercise  the  office  of  a  Notary  faithfully. 
In  making  contracts  I  will  neither  add  nor  take  away  anything 
by  which  the  substance  of  the  contract  is  altered  without 
the  consent  of  the  party  or  parties  concerned.  I  will  not 
make  an    instrument  concerning  any  contract   in   which  I

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know  there  is  violence  or  fraud.  I  will  reduce  contracts  into  a 
Protocol  and  will  not  maliciously  put  off  making  a  public 
instrument,  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  party  or  parties  concerned, 
saving  my  just  and  accustomed  fee.  So  help  me  God  and 
these  Holy  Gospels." 

The  Bishop's   inquiries  being  satisfactory,  he  invested  the  Fol.  49  b. 
said  John  de  Cotyngham  with  the  said  office  by  the  handing  of 
a  pen  and  ink.    Dated  Lichfeld.  22nd  Apr.  1366. 

Ordination  of  a  chantry  in  the  church  of  Clyfton  Camvyle  at 
the  petition  of  Hugh  de  Hopewas,1  Canon  of  Lichfeld,  and 
Rector  of  the  church  of  S.  Andrew,  Clyfton  Camvyle  ;  in  honour 
of  the  Holy  Trinity,' Mary  the  mother  of  God,  and  all  the  Saints, 
and  for  the  safety  of  the  noble  Sir  Richard  de  Stafford,  Kt., 
Lord  of  Clyfton  and  patron  of  the  church  thereof,  and  his  heirs, 
Lords  of  Clyfton,  who  are  constituted  Protectors  of  the 
Chantry,  of  the  Lady  Matilda,  his  fellow  in  the  heavenly  as  in  the 
earthly  home  {divine  and  humane  domus  socie  sue)?  and  of  all  the 
children  of  the  said  Sir  Richard,  of  Edward  Prince  of  Wales,  of 
Robert  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  of  the  founder  himself 
and  of  William  and  Alice  de  Hopewas,  of  dss.

William,  sometime  Abbot  of  Chester,  Margery  cle  Chetewynd, 
and  all  who  have  died  in  the  parish  of  Clyfton  during  the 
administration  of  the  founder,  or  in  any  other  place  where  he 
held  preferment,  and  have  given  or  shall  give  anything  in  aid  of 
the  said  Chantry,  also  of  ds.  Ralph  de  Brereton,  sometime  Rector 
of  Davenham,  and  other  benefactors  of  the  founder,  and  all  the 
faithful  departed. 

The  patronage  to  belong  to  the  founder,  Hugh  de  Hopewas, 
and  his  successors,  Rectors  of  Clyfton  Camvyle,  who  shall 
present  a  suitable  priest  to  the  Bishop,  or  Archbishop  if  the  see 
be  vacant,  within  a  month  of  the  vacancy  being  known,  and  if 
the  Rector  neglect  to  do  so,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lichfield 
shall  present  within  the  month  following,  and  if  the)'  neglect  to 
do  so  the  collation  shall  lapse  to  the  Bishop,  or  custodian 
of  the  spiritualities  of  the  see,  for  that  turn.  The  priest  thus 
instituted  shall  not  be  removed  except  by  the  Bishop,  or 
Archbishop  if  the  see  be  vacant,  after  three  monitions,  and  when 
thus  removed  as  criminous  and  incorrigible  there  shall  be  no 
appeal,  but  another  suitable  priest  shall  be  presented. 

The  priest  shall  celebrate  daily  when  he  conveniently  can  at 
the  altar  of  the  Virgin  at  the  south  side  of  the  church,  on 
Fol.  50.  a.  Sundays  a  mass  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  on  Mondays  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  on  Tuesdays  of  S.  Thomas  the  Martyr,  on  Wednesdays 
for  the  departed,  on  Thursdays  of  Corpus  Christi,  on  Fridays  of 
the  Holy  Cross,  on  Saturdays  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  unless  a 
Double  Feast  fall  on  one  of  those  days,  or  the  choir  sing  the 
office  of  S.  Andrew,  when  he  shall  celebrate  of  the  same.  On 
solemn  Sundays  and  Festivals  when  the  offices  are  sung  with 
note  in  the  choir  by  the  Rector  or  his  ministers,  the  priest  is  to 
take  part  when  he  conveniently  can,  and  not  celebrate  before 
the  offertory  in  the  High  Mass,  unless  with  the  special  leave  of 
the  Rector  or  his  representative. 

No  priest  of  the  Chantry  shall  apply  to  his  own  use  any 
oblations  made  in  his  masses,  nor  do  anything  to  the  prejudice 
or  loss  of  the  Rector  or  his  church. 

He  shall  reside  continually  in  the  house  appointed,  unless 
when  absent  for  recreation,  or  business,  or  visiting  the  thresholds 
of  the  Saints  or  his  friends,  or  some  other  unavoidable  necessity; 
so  that  he  be  not  absent  more  than  40  days  in  all  in  a  year ;  and 
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when  absent  he  shall  not  be  excused  celebrating  except  for 
sickness  or  other  lawful  cause. 

He  shall  not  be  in  the  service,  or  following  of  any  lord  or 
lady. 

He  shall  do  and  pay  the  following  alms  and  rent  : — 

1.  He  shall  keep  in  repair  the  buildings,  ornaments,  and  books 
assigned  to  the  Chantry,  viz.,  one  missal,  price  6  marks,  one 
portifory,1  price  6  marks,  one  chalice,  price  2  marks,  three  sets  of 
vestments  with  six  "  towailles  "  for  the  altar,  one  vestment  for 
double  feasts,  one  for  Sundays  or  lesser  feasts,  and  one  for 
week  days. 

2.  He  shall  distribute  every  year  on  the  feast  of  S.  Andrew  in 
the  Church  Yard  of  Clyfton,  8s.  4c/.,  one  halfpenny  each  to  200 
poor  persons  chosen  by  the  Rector,  the  Parish  Chaplain,  and 
four  trustworthy  men  of  the  parish  to  receive  alms  on  that 
day  according  to  ancient  custom. 

3.  He  shall  every  year,  on  the  Ides  of  August  during  the 
founder's  life,  and  afterwards  on  the  anniversary  of  his  death,  say 
with  the  parish  chaplain  and  the  clerk,  the  office  of  the  dead 
with  the  nine  lections,  and  a  mass  on  the  next  day  ;  and  he  shall 
give  the  parish  chaplain  4^.,  and  the  clerk  for  his  part  in  the  office, 
and  for  ringing  the  bells  2d.,  and  shall  provide  two  candles  of 
2  lbs.  of  wax  to  burn  during  the  said  office  and  mass,  in  the 
chancel  during  the  founder's  life,  and  at  his  tomb  after  his  death. 
He  shall  also  find  every  year  six  candles  of  6  lbs.  of  wax,  to  burn 
at  first  and  second  vespers  and  at  mass  on  the  five  Feasts  of  the 
Virgin,  and  the  Feast  of  S.  Katherine.  The  Rector  or  Parish 
Chaplain  to  have  the  candles  after  the  services  are  over  to 
their  own  use. 

4.  He  shall  pay  yearly  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Stafford  on  the 
day  of  his  visitation  6d.,  provided  he  enquires  into  the  fulfilment 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  chantry  and  causes  them  to  be  read 
before  him. 

The  chaplain  shall  have  8  marks  per  annum  fur  his  own 
sustentation,  and  shall  not  be  bound  to  pay  the  aforesaid  burdens 
unless  the  value  of  the  chantry  exceeds  that  sum. 

All  the  muniments  of  the  chantry  are  to  be  kept  in  a  chest 
in  the  church  with  two  locks ;  one  key  to  be  kept  by  the  Rector

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and  the  other  by  the  chaplain,  and  neither  shall  have  any  of 
the  muniments  in  their  possession  without  the  sanction  of  the 
other. 

Fol.  50.  b.  The  chaplain  is  to  swear  on  the  Gospels  to  observe  these 
statutes,  otherwise  his  institution  to  be  void.  Dated  Clyfton 
Camvylc,  Monday' after  Trinity,  13 5i.  Confirmed  by  the  Bishop 
at  Hcywv.de,  Friday  after  S.  Barnabas,  the  same  year. 

Consent  of  the  Dean's  locum  tenens  and  Chapter  of  Lichfield 
given  in  the  Chapter  House  on  Friday  after  the  Feast  of  SS. 
Peter  and  Paul,  the  same  year. 

Consent  of  the  Prior  and  Chapter  of  Coventry  given  in  their 
Chapter  House  the  Friday  before  the  Feast  of  S.  Margaret, 
Virgin,  the  same  year. 


Decree  sent  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Erdebury  [Arbury], 
visited  by  the  Bishop  on  Friday  after  the  Nativity  of  S.  John 
Baptist  last. 

The  Prior  acknowledged  that  he  had  sold  timber  and 
appointed  officers,  both  inside  and  outside  the  Priory,  both 
religious  and  secular,  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the 
brethren.  The  Bishop  orders  that  all  the  business  of  the  Priory 
shall  be  considered  and  decided  in  chapter,  and  that  the  Prior 
and  other  administrators  shall  give  an  account  twice  or  once  a 
year  to  the  whole  Convent,  or  at  least  to  the  senior  and  more 
prudent  brethren,  under  pain  of  suspension  from  their  office. 
Also  that  the  common  seal  of  the  Priory  be  kept  in  a  chest  with 
three  locks,  notably  distinct,  by  the  Prior  and  two  Canons 
elected  by  the  whole  Convent,  and  that  nothing  be  sealed  which 
has  not  been  publicly  read  and  understood  by  the  whole  Convent 
or  the  greater  part  thereof. 

The  food  ordained  is  often  hurtful  to  those  who  are  sick  ; 
the  Bishop  orders  that  such  shall  be  provided  with  food 
healthful  for  them  in  the  Infirmary  or  elsewhere. 

The  Prior  is  exhorted  to  watch  over  his  brethren  as  a 
faithful  and  prudent  shepherd,  and  to  be  an  example  to  them. 

This  decree  is  to  be  read  in  chapter  on  the  day  after  its 
receipt,  and  the  Prior  is  to  inform  the  Bishop  as  to  its  execution 
within  a  year.

S.  John,  Chester,  the  Bishop's  jurisdiction  over  the  Chapter, 
Canons,  and  Ministers  of  the  said  church.  Dated  Heywode, 
xviij.  Kal.  Jul.  1367. 

Dispensation  for  John  Legh  and  Margaret  Wastenays.  Fol.  51.  b. 
Letters  of  Guillermus,  Cardinal  Priest  of  S.  Laurence  in  Lucina, 
Papal  Penitentiary,  dated  Avinion,  xviij.  Kal.  Mai.,  the  4th 
year  of  Pope  Urban  V.,  informing  the  Bishop  that  the  said  parties, 
knowing  that  Geoff  ry  Massy,  the  first  husband  of  Margaret,  was 
by  marriage  of  the  3rd  and  4th  degrees  of  consanguinity  with 
the  said  John,  were  publicly  married  and  had  offspring,  so  that 
a  divorce  would  cause  grave  scandal  and  hurt.  The)'  therefore 
petition  for  a  dispensation.  The  Bishop  is  empowered  to 
absolve  them  from  the  sentence  of  general  excommunication 
which  they  have  incurred,  when  they  have  been  separated  for 
such  time  as  he  thinks  expedient  ;  and  after  imposing  a  salutary 
penance,  and  enjoining  that  the  survivor  of  them  shall  akvays 
remain  unwed,  he  may  permit  them  to  marry  afresh,  provided 
their  parents  and  friends  consent,  and  Margaret  be  willing.  The 
children,  existing  and  future,  to  be  legitimate.

Letter  from  Pope  Urban  Y.,  dated  Avinion,  vij.  Kal.  Sep. 
the  2nd  year  of  his  Pontificate,  stating  that  the  parties  were 
clandestinely  married  without  publication  of  banns1  in  ignorance 
of  any  obstacle,  and  afterwards  discovered  that  Gilbert  de 
Goseforsichc,  layman,  qui  predictam  M.  ante  huiusmodi 
contractum  matrimonii  actu  fornicario  cognoverat,  and  the  said 
Richard  w  ere  of  the  3rd  and  4th  degrees  of  consanguinity.  A 
divorce  would  cause  scandal.  If  Matilda  is  willing  and  their 
parents  and  the  greater  part  of  their  kinsfolk  within  the  3rd 
degree  consent,  they  may  be  married  afresh,  and  all  their  children 
be  legitimate.

Simon  de  Godclesmere, 
hermit,  licence  for  celebration  in  his  Hermitage  of  Wy  Ides  pole 
for  2  years. 

1  Banns  were  required  to  be  published  at  Mass  in  the  face  of  the  Church  en  three 
several  Ilolydays,  between  each  of  which  one  week  day  at  least  must  intervene. 
The  priest  performing  an  irregular  or  clandestine  marriage  was  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  suspension  for  three  years. 
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Writ  from  King  Edward  to  the  Bishop,  stating  that  William 
Carelcs,  Kt.  (chivaler),  and  Emma  his  wife  lately  brought  an 
action  before  William  de  Fyncheden  and  Roger  dc  Fulthorp, 
Justices,  at  Lancaster  Assizes  against  Henry  de  Terbok  and 
others  concerning  tenements  in  Torton  other  Mores,  of  which 
Richard  de  Terbok  was  seized  in  his  lordship  as  of  fee  at  the  time 
of  his  death.

Dimission  for  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Stoneleye  fStonc- 
leigh)  of  the  order  of  Cistercians,  Coventry  and  Lichfield  diocese, 
to  hold  the  Parish  Church  of  Radweye  and  the  patronage  of 
the  vicarage  thereof  as  heretofore ;  giving  them  licence  to 
present  one  of  their  fellow-canons  in  priest's  orders  to  the 
same  vicarage  whenever  vacant.  Dated  Sallowe,  1st  June,  1678, 
and  the  1 8th  year  of  the  Bishop's  consecration. 

The  Bishop,  on  the  authority  of  a  Royal  Writ,  dated  West-  Fol.  53-  a 
minster,  26th  October,  appoints  the  Prior  and  Convent  of 
Kenilleworth  collectors  for  the  Archdeaconry  of  Coventry  of 
the  tenth  of  the  goods  of  all  ecclesiastical  persons  for  3  years, 
granted  by  the  clergy  of  the  diocese  to  the  King  for  the 
defence  of  the  kingdom,  in  accordance  with  a  grant  of  a  tenth 
for  3  years  through  the  whole  kingdom  made  in  the  last 
Parliament.

Mandate  to  the  official  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Chester  to

Decree  issued  to  the  Prioress  and  Convent  of  Farewell  in 
consequence  of  dissensions  revealed  at  the  Bishop's  visitation. 

No  nun  may  go  to  Lichfield  without  the  Prioress'  leave,  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  two  other  nuns,  and  make  no  vain  or 
wanton  delays.  The  Prioress  is  not  to  show  any  partiality  in 
the  granting  of  leave. 

The  nuns  are  not  to  go  outside  the  bounds  of  the  Priory 
without  the  leave  of  the  Prioress  or  her  locum  tenois.    This  is

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not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  laudable  custom  of  the  whole 
or  greater  part  of  the  convent  walking'  out  together  on  certain 
days  to  take  the  air.  Silence  is  to  be  observed  within  the 
bounds  at  the  proper  times,  and  delinquents  are  to  be  corrected 
by  the  Prioress. 

No  secular  women  of  any  condition,  except  necessary 
servants,  arc  to  dwell  within  the  bounds  of  the  house  without 
the  Bishop's  leave.  If  there  arc  any  such  they  are  to  be 
removed  before  the  feast  of  the  Purification  next. 

The  nuns  are   to  observe  their  threefold  vow  to  live  in  l 
chastity  and  obedience  and  to  reckon  nothing  their  own.  The 
Prioress  is  to  report  transgressors  to  the  Bishop  for  punishment. 

The  Prioress  and  other  office  holders  arc  to  give  an  account 
of  their  administration  at  least  once  a  year,  to  the  whole 
convent  or  the  senior  nuns. 

No  nun  is  to  keep  with  her  for  education  more  than  one 
child,  nor  any  male  child  over  seven  years  of  age,  and  even  that 
may  not  be  done  without  the  Bishop's  leave.  If  any  have 
more  they  are  to  be  removed  before  the  feast  of  the  Purification 
next. 

The  daily  distribution  of  food  to  the  several  nuns  has  tended 
to  impoverish  the  House.  The  Prioress  and  the  whole  Convent 
are  to  eat  together  in  the  Prioress'  Hall.  The  only  fire  is  to  be 
that  in  the  building  assigned  for  the  infirmary,  called  the 
"  Gesthall,:'  except  in  cases  of  sickness  or  other  reasonable 
cause. 

The  Prioress  and  Convent  are  not  to  make  grants  of  lands, 
rents,  or  tenements,  without  consulting  the  Bishop,  and  if  so 
made  they  are  void. 

The  convent  is  to  be  summoned  and  this  decree  read  and 
explained  in  the  vulgar  tongue  by  some  literate  ecclesiastical 
person  on  the  day  after  its  receipt ;  and  the  Prioress  is  to  report 
to  the  Bishop  any  who  disregard  it.  Dated  Heywode,  xij.  Kal.

For  the  better  provision  for  the  cure 
of. souls  and  Divine  worship,  lie  annuls  all  unions  or  annexations 
of  ecclesiastical  benefices  of  every  sort,  such  as  priories,  dignities, 
parsonages,  offices,  portions,  incomes,1  parish  and  rural  churches, 
to  any  other  ecclesiastical  dignities  or  benefices,  such  as  cathedral 
churches,  monasteries,  bishops'  or  abbots'  tables,  whether  made 
by  papal,  ordinary,  or  other  authority,  and  decrees  that  the 
'ordinaries  shall  not  permit  any  other  such  unions  to  be  made 
for  10  years.  Dated  Avinion,  Kal.  Apr.  the  5th  year  of  his 
Pontificate. 

Grant  to  Master  John  de  YVhetcley,  clerk",  of  the  care  and 
rule  of  a  grammar  school  in  the  town  of  Chester.  Dated 
Tervcn,  ix.  Kal.  Aug.  1 368. 

Modification  of  the  ordinances  of  the  Chantry  founded  by 
Philip  de  Turvill,  sometime  canon  of  Lichfield,  in  the  Church 
of  Bcdcworth.  It  was  ordained  that  the  chantry  be  served  by 
Ed.  55.  a.  a  secular  chaplain  presented  by  the  Prior  and  Convent  of 
Erdebury.2  Owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  endowment  no 
secular  chaplain  will  accept  it.  The  Bishop  therefore  ordains 
that  the  said  Prior  and  Convent  shall  serve  the  chantry  by  one 
of  their  Canons  regular.    Dated  Heywode,  v.  Id.  Mart.  1368. 

Consent  of  the  Chapter  of  Lichfield,  the  Deanery  being 
vacant,  given  in  their  Chapter  House. 

Ordination  of  the  Vicarage  of  Audeley.  Bishop  Roger,  as 
appears  in  his  register,  annexed  the  Parish  Church  of  Audeley 
to  the  Monastery  of  Ilulton,  reserving  a  suitable  portion  of 
its  profits  for  a  perpetual  vicar,  as  was  required  by  Papal 
Letters.    But  the  vicarage  has  not  hitherto  been  ordained. 

The  Vicar  is  to  have  for  his  dwelling  the  house  on  the  west 
side  of  the  church,  lately  in  the  holding  of  Richard,  called  le 
Coupere,  and  all  the  glebe  of  land  and  meadow  belonging  to

-  Albi  sen  lacticiniorum  pullanoruni  reragii  totius  parochie.  Albas  is  a  word  of 
many  meanings,  here  it  appears  to  mean  albits  cibiisy  i.e.,  eggs  and  dairy  produce. 
I.actiiinia  —  milk  food,  i.e.,  cheese  and  butter  (and  sometimes  milk).  Pullanits 
=  a  colt  or  foal.  The  small  tithe  might  he  paid  either  in  kind  or  in  money 
according  to  a  scale  agreed  upon.  If  in  kind,  every  tenth  cheese  or  foal,  &c,  would 
he  taken.  It  is  easy  to  see  how  arrears  would  arise  under  this  system.  The 
number  of  titheable  things  was  not  likely  to  be  ten  or  a  multiple  of  ten  every  year. 
Tin:  receiver  of  lithe  would  then  either  wait  for  the  next  tenth  thing,  or  make  a 
composition  thus: — if,  for  example,  lithe  was  due  on  six  foals,  he  would  either  receive 
one  foal  and  give  back  four-tenths  of  the  recognised  value  of  a  foal,  or  he  would 
receive  six-tenths  of  the  value  of  a  foal  in  money.

The  Bull  is  addressed  to  the  Provincial  Prior  and  Brethren  of 
the  Order  of  Hermits  of  S.  Augustine  in  England,  and  gives 
permission  to  set  up  houses  of  the  Order  in  four  more  cities 
or  towns  in  any  fit  places  given  by  the  faithful  or  otherwise 
justly  acquired,  and  to  build  in  them  a  church,  chapel,  or  oratory

The  said  Robert  wishing  to  provide 
in  his  lifetime  for  the  salvation  of  his  soul  and  believing  this 
may  best  be  done  by  the  daily  memorial  of  the  Passion  of 
Christ,  who  by  the  hands  of  the  Priest  is  offered  to  the  Father 
on  the  altaiyordains  a  chantry  for  daily  celebration  by  a  priest 
for  the  founder  while  living"  and  for  his  soul  after  death,  and  for 
his  father's  and  mother's  souls,  and  the  souls  of  his  ancestors 
and  successors,  his  benefactors,  and  all  the  faithful  departed,  and 
the  benefactors  uf  the  said  chapel.

attached  to  the  rectory  of  the  parish. 

The  presentation  shall  belong  to  the  founder  and  his  heirs, 
with  lapse  after  one  month  to  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Derley 
.[Darley],  after  a  second  month  to  the  Prior  and  Convent  of 
Repyndon  [Repton],  and  alter  a  third  month  to  the  Bishop. 

The  custody  of  the  chantry  during  a  vacancy  shall  belong  to 
the  founder  and  his  heirs.

registers  of  Bishops  Roger  de  Northburgh1  and  Walter  de 
Langton,-  concerning  the  Vicarage  of  Wynwhik/'  on  Dec.  14th, 
1375,  !4ta  Indiction,  5th  year  of  Gregory  XL,  in  the  place 
where  the  Bishop's  Consistory  is  held  in  the  Cathedral  Church  ut 
Lichfield,  before  Master  Richard  de  Bermyncham,  the  Bishop's 
official  and  commissary,  [Here  follows  the  Bishop's  commission, 
dated  Heywode,  Id.  Dec.  1375,  for  the  holding  of  the  said 
Process],  in  the  presence  of  William  de  Xeuhagh,  clerk,  of  York 
Diocese,  Notary  Public  and  the  Bishop's  Registrary,  and  the 
w i  t  n esses  u  n d  c rs  igned. 

A  ceitificate  under  seal  of  the  official  of  the  Archdeacon  of 
Stafford,  dated  Lichfield,  the  Conception  of  the  Virgin,  was 
produced,  in  which  he  acknowledges  a  mandate  from  the  Bishop, 
addressed  to  him  and  John  Fylote,  Rector  of  Dray-cote,1  and 
dated  Heywode,  iij.  Kal.  Dec.  1375,  in  accordance  with  which 
he  reports  that  he  has  cited  ds.  John  de  Ilarrewod,  priest,  but 
William  Slen,  clerk,  who  also  asserts  a  right  or  title  in  the 
Church  of  Wynwyk,  and  the  others  interested,  he  has  not  cited 
at  Wynwhyk  as  commanded,  because  he  dared  not  venture  there 
for  fear  of  the  said  William  Slen,  nor  has  he  found  any 
proxies  of  theirs  to  cite.  1  le  has  published  the  citation  in  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  Lichfield  ordering  all  the  persons 
concerned  to  appear  before  the  Bishop  or  his  commissary  on  the 
first  law-day  after  the  feast  of  S.  Lucy,  \ 'irgin. 

John  de  Ilarrewod  appeared  before  the  commissary.  William 
Slen  and  the  others  were  called  on  in  a  loud  voice,  but  did  not 
appear,  and  were  declared  contumacious. 

The  registers  of  - Bishops  Walter  and  Roger  were  produced. 

The  entry  in  Bishop  Walter's  Register  : — In  the  margin  Eol.  60.  a. 
"  Vicaria  de  Wynwhyk."  In  the  text  "  Feb.  8,  1306,  at  Carleoln. 
John  de  Bambourg,  priest,  was  instituted  Vicar  in  the  Church,  of 
Wynwhyk  at  the  presentation  of  the  Prior  and  Convent  of 
S.  Oswald  of  Nostell.  lie  swore  to  reside,  and  to  pay  the 
accustomed  pension  to  the  Community  of  the  Church  of 
Lichfield,  viz.,  12  marks  at  Christmas  and  12  marks  at  the  feast

24  marks  to  the  Prior  and  Convent." 

The  entry  in  Bishop  Roger's  Register  : — In  the  margin 
"  Collatio  Vicarie  de  Wynwhyk."  In  the  text  "  vj.  Id.  May,  1  325, 
at  London,  the  Bishop  conferred  upon  ds.  John  de  Chisenhale, 
priest,  the  Church  of  Wynwhyk,  under  the  style  of  vicar,  the 
collation  having  devolved  upon  him  through  the  fault  of  the 
Prior  and  Convent  of  S.  Oswald,  in  York  diocese,  the  patrons, 
in  presenting  an  unfit  person,    [oaths  etc.,  as  before.]" 

The  words  in  the  Institution.  "  Vicar  in  ecclcsia"  etc.,  and  in 
the  collation  "  ecclesiam  sub  nomine  parocliialis  ecdesie"  etc.,  are 
plainly  in  a  different  hand  and  ink  from  the  rest. 

The  original  ordinations  of  the  said  Vicarage  both  by 
Bishop  Alexander,1  dated  Lichfeld,  v.  Xon.  Mart.  1331  [1231], 
and  Bishop  Roger,-  dated  Heywode,  iv.  Id.  Feb.  1347,  [1247]  were 
produced.  Also  the  Register  of  Bishop  Roger  de  Meuland,:!  by 
which  it  appears  that  Id.  Aug.  [385  [1 285]  John  de  Mcseley, 
priest,  was  instituted  to  the  Vicarage  of  the  Church  of  Wynwhyk 
at  the  presentation  of  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Xostell,  and 
swore  obedience  and  continual  residence. 

Also  in  the  Register  of  Bishop  Roger  (the  last  Bishop)  it 
appears  that  Fr.  Geo  (Try  de  Burgh,  priest,  Canon  of  the 
Monaster}'  of  S.  Oswald,  was  instituted  Vicar  in  the  said 
Vicarage  of  Wynwyk  and  swore  residence. 

Other  acts  in  the  same  Register  were  inspected  from  which 
it  appeared  that,  according  10  the  constitutions  of  the  Legates, 
only  Vicars  swore  residence  and  Rectors  did  not. 

Certain  Registers  of  the  Community  of  the  Church  of 
Lichfield  were  produced,  and  were  seen  to  be  written  in  the 
same  hand  and  ink  as  the  new  writing  in  the  erasures  under 
consideration. 

Fol.  60.  b.  Depositions  of  witnesses:  —  ds.  Adam  de  Ingestre,  priest, 
aged  40  and  upwards,  said  that  he  knew  well  the  hand  in  which 
the  words  " ecc/esia"  etc.  were  newly  written  in  the  Registers  of 
Bishops  Walter  and  Roger;  it  was  the  hand  of  John  de 
Leycestr',  late  clerk  of  the  Chapter  of  Lichfield.    The  original

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word  was  undoubtedly  "  Vicaria  "  etc.,  and  this  is  confirmed  by 
the  margin,  where  it  is  "Vicaric  dc  Wynnequyk,""  Collatio 
Vicarie  dc  Wynnequyk." 

Ds.  Nicholas  dc  Wynley,  priest,  aged  40  and  upwards, 
Fr.  Henry  Swan,  priest,  aged  36  and  upwards.  Thomas  Faleyn, 
priest,  aged  3S  and  upwards,  and  John  dc  Cromfo'rd,  [Driest, 
Vicar  Choral  of  Lichfield  Cathedral,  aged  30  and  upwards,  gave 
similar  testimony. 

The  Commissary  therefore  pronounced  the  new  writing  and 
erasures  false,  and  that  the  word  "  vicaria  "  etc.,  ought  to  be 
restored  in  place  of  "ecclesia  "  etc. 

The  original  ordination  of  Bishop  Alexander  is  as  follows  : — 
"Alexander,  etc.  Since  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  S.-  Oswald  of 
Nostell  have  committed  to  us  the  Churches  of  Lemynton1  and 
Wynwyk  of  which  they  have  the  patronage,  requesting  us  to 
provide  out  of  the  fruits  of  the  said  Churches  both  for  the 
community  of  the  Church  of  Lichfield  and  for  them:  We, 
considering  the  poverty  of  both  bodies,  ordain  that  the  Prior 
and  Convent  shall,  on  a  vacancy,  present  a  suitable  priest  for 
institution  as  Vicar  of  the  Church  of  YVynwhyk,  who  shall 
receive  all  the  fruits  of  the  said  Church,  and  pay  to  the 
community  of  the  Church  of  Lichfield  a  sum  of  money  to  be 
fixed  by  us  or  our  successors,  and  the  same  sum  to  the  Prior 
and  Convent,  when  Robert  the  present  Rector  shall  die  or  move 
away,  and  that  meanwhile  the  pension  of  50.V.,  winch  the  Prior 
and  Convent  receive  from  the  said  church,  .shall  be  equally 
divided  between  them  and  the  community  of  the  Church  of 
Lichfield. 

The  Church  of  Lemynton  being  now  vacant,  we  thus 
ordain  a  vicarage  of  it.  The  Vicar  shall  receive  all  the  fruits 
and  pay  15  marks  yearly  to  the  community  of  the  Church  of 
Lichfield,  one  moiety  at  Christmas  and  the  other  at  the  feast 
of  S.  John  the  Baptist,  and  a  similar  pension  to  the  Prior  and 
Convent. 

And,  because  the  Archdeacon  of  Coventry  receives  a  part 
of  the  fruits  of  the  churches  of  his  Archdeaconry  by  their 
vacancy,  the  Vicar  shall  pay  him  1  mark-  [yearly],  but  shall  not

If  the 
Prior  and  Convent  present  a  man  who  is  not  a  priest,  the 
presentation  shall  devolve  upon  the  Bishop  for  that  turn.

On  the  back"  is  an  impression  of  a  seal  with  an 
image  of  the  Blessed  Mary  holding  her  Son  in  her  arms, 
appearing  from  the  middle  upwards,  and  underneath  an  image 
like  a  Bishop  appealing  from  the  middle  upwards,  with  these 
letters  around  signet  Alexandra  virgo  maria  svv.' 
Fol.  61.  i\.  On  the  seal  of  the  Prior  and  Convent  is  graven  an  image 
like  a  king  sitting  on  his  throne  with  a  cross  in  his  right 
hand  and  a  flower  in  his  left  and  a  crown  upon  his  head, 
and  these  letters  round — SIGILLV  SCI  OSWALDI  ET  f\  DE 
NOSTELL.  On  the  back  is  an  impression  of  another  seal 
with  an  image  after  the  fashion  of  a  Trinity  seated  on  a  throne 
and  these  letters  round,  CONTRA  ; ILL  SANCTI  OSWALDI  DE 
NOSTLE. 

The  Ordination  of  Bishop  Roger  is  as  follows  :  —  Roger  etc. 
Since  the  Prior  and  Convent  of  Xostle  have  committed  to  us 
the  Church  of  Wynwyk,  in  which  they  have  the  right  of 
patronage,  and  from  which  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lichfield 
receive  a  pension  of  25^.  by  the  Ordination  of  Bishop 
Alexander,  We  ordain  a  Vicarage  [in  similar  terms  to  the 
ordination  of  the  Vicarage  of  Lemynton  above].  The  vicar  to 
pay  to  the  community  of  the  Church  of  Lichfield  24  marks  a 
year,  12  at  Christmas  and  12  at  the  feast  of  S.  John  Baptist, 
and  a  similar  pension  of  24  marks  to  the  Prior  and  Convent, 
and  a  sum  of  1  mark  yearly  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Chester. 
The  portion  in  the  church  assigned  to  John  de  Helm  is  to  be 
paid  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  the  Prior  and  Convent,  and  the 
Vicar,  in  equal  portions,  until  his  cession  or  decease.  Dated 
Heywode,  iv.  Id.  Feb.  1247. 

On  the  seal  of  Bishop  Roger  is  a  Bishop  in  pontificals, 
standing  with  a  pastoral  staff  in  his  hand,  and  two  heads,  one

ROGER  V.2 

The  seal  of  the  Prior  and  Convent  is  as  above  described. 

There  were  present  Master  John  de  More  tow  and  ds.  Simon 
Masstang,  Canons  of  Lichfield  Cathedra!,  Master  Thomas  de 
Kyrkeby,  public  notary,  ds.  John  Fylote,  Rector  of  Draycote, 
John  de  Ipstok,  and  John  I'timyngam,  clerks,  of  Lichfield, 
Karleolen  [Carlisle],  and  Lincoln  Dioceses. 

William  de  Neuhagh,  clerk',  York  Diocese,  public  notary, 
drew  up  the  foregoing  commission,  certification  of  receipt, 
production,  reading,  calling  of  William  Slene  and  others 
interested,  declaring  them  contumacious,  production  of  Registers 
and  witnesses,  etc.,  and  declaration  by  Master  Richard  de 
Bermyngham,  the  day,  year,  and  place  aforesaid.

Master  Nicholas  Heth,  claiming  to  be  Canon  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  Lichfield  and  prebendary  of  Tervcn  in  the  same,  was 
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lawfully  cited  and  appeared  before  the  Bishop  to  show  his 
title. 

Me  produced  a  Bull  of  Pope  Innocent  VI.  directed  to  the 
official  of  Hereford,  stating  that  the  said  canonry  and  prebend 
was  formerly  held  by  William  dc  Driffield,  who  died  recently  at 
the  Apostolic  See.  It  was  long  ago  decreed  that  the  disposal  of 
all  canonries  and  other  benefices  which  fell  vacant  at  the 
Apostolic  See  be  reserved  to  the  Pope.

Ovcrhalle  in  the  Church  of  Leddebury,  and  the  Parish  Church 
of  Hodinet,  in  Hereford  and  Lichfield  dioceses.  Dated  Avinion, 
iij.  Id.  Aug.,  the  ninth  year  of  his  pontificate. 

Also  an  instrument  sealed  and  signed  by  Master  Geoff ry  dc 
Ilcyford,  clerk,  of  Durham  diocese,  Notary  Public,  certifying 
that  on  Jan.  2,  1 361,  Nicholas  dc  Ileth  appeared  before  the 
locum  tcnens  of  the  Dean  and  the  canons  assembled  in  the 
Chapte-  House  of  Lichfield  Cathedral  Church,  and  produced 
letters  from  John  dc  Brouughton,  official  of  Hereford,  sole 
executor  of  the  above  Bull,  to  the  Bishop  and  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Lichfield,  informing  them  that  he  has  collated  the 
said  Nicholas  to  the  said  canonry  and  prebend,  and  requiring 
them  to  receive  him  into  their  fraternity  and  put  him  in 
possession  of  his  stall  in  the  choir  and  place  in  the  chapter  and 
all  the  rights  and  profits  thereto  belonging.

The  locum  tcnens  of  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  '  admitted  and  inducted  the  said  Nicholas  as 
required.  These  things  were  done  in  the  presence  of  ds.  John 
dc  Codyngham,  succentor,  and  John  de  Hen  ton,  <  Notary 
Public.

S.  Valentine,  the  Monday  after  the  feast  of  SS.  Perpctua 
and  Felicitas,  judgment  was  given  on  the  Monday  after  Palm 
Sunday  and  the  marriage  declared  null  and  void. 

Recognition    about    diverse    marriage    contracts  made  by  Fol.  65.  a. 
William  Thikncs,  in  order  to  establish  the  succession  of  his  right 
heirs  after  his  death. 

22nd  Sep.  1378,  before  the  Bishop  sitting  as  a  tribunal  in  the 
chapel  of  his  manor  of  Hcywod  at  the  hour  of  prime  in  the 
presence  of  a  notary  and  witnesses,  William  Thikncs,  of  noble 
birth  (ilomicellus),  aged  70  and  upwards,  appeared  and  declared 
that    when    he    was    12  he  married    of    his    own    free  will 
Elizabeth  Cune,  [Coyncy]  aged  S,  and  they  regarded  each  other 
as  husband  and  wife.    When  he  was  20,  moved  by  what  spirit 
he  knew  not,  he  was  secretly  married — without  saying  anything 
about  his  former  marriage — to  Katherine   Swynnerton  ;  the 
ceremony  was  performed  in  the  oratory  of  his  manor  of  Thikncs 
by  the  chaplain  who  was  then  ministering  there.    Banns  were 
not  published  and  the  required  solemnities  of  law  were  omitted. 
By  Katherine  he  had  offspring,  William  and  Eve,  still  surviving, 
and  seven  other  sons  and  daughters  now  dead.    All  this  time 
Elizabeth  was  alive  and  not  divorced,  bein^  at  once  a  maid  and 
a  wife,  as  she  affirmed  to  her  confessor  at  the  time  of  her  death. 
When  Katherine  died,  he  married  publicly,  after  banns,  Margery 
de  Audeley,  who  is  still  surviving,  and  by  her  had  offspring,  who 
arc  now  regarded  as  his  right  heirs.    He  said  that  he  made  this 
statement  not  from  hate  or  love  of  any  of  his  sons  or  daughters, 
but  that  all  might  have  justice,  and  he  prayed  that  a  record 
should  be  made  of  the  facts,  which  the  Bishop  ordered  to  be 
done.    Dated  Heywpd,  7th  Oct.  1378  (the  nineteenth  year  of  Fol.  05.  i». 
the  Bishop's  consecration).

Fraunceys,  William  dc  Aston,  John  de  Souky',  Infirmary, 
William  dc  Hoppcwas,  third  prior,  Richard  de  Schrosebury, 
almoner,  Henry  de  Sutton,  cellarer,  John  de  Stoke,  John  de 
Salghton,  custos  of  work,  John  de  Roddeburne,  Richard  de 
Lycestr.,  cook,  Hugh  dc  Normanton, refectorary,  William  Bagot, 
Robert  de  Preston,  Stephen  de  Ayssche,  Richard  de  Kyrkeb)', 
Richard  de  PI  ay  1  eye,  John  cle  Forton,  Thomas  Colic,  Waiter  de 
Lilleshull,  Alexander  de  Leddesham,  Hugo  de  llylderton, 
William  le  Yongc,  and  William  de  Holme,  monks,  of  the  Order 
of  S.  Benedict,  assembled  in  chapter,  unanimously  decided  to 
found  chantries  in  their  monaster)'  to  the  praise  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  S.  Werburga,  and  for  the  salvation 
of  their  souls,  the  souls  of  their  founders,  predecessors,  and 
successors,  and  of  all  the  faithful,  and  especially  of  William  de 
Bynynton,  late  abbot,  deceased,  and  of  Thomas  de  Neuport, 
present  abbot. 

Every  day  a  mass  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  for  the  dead  is  to  be  said,  at  the  altar  of  S.  Peter  or 
elsewhere,  with  the  collect  "  Inclina,"  and  during  Thomas's  life 
the  collect  ordained  in  Missals  for  an  abbot  "  Concede  quaesumus 
Domine,"  and  after  his  death,  "  Inclina,"  as  above.  Beginning 
with  the  Prior,  all  the  monks,  who  are  chaplains  and  professed, 
are  to  celebrate' thus  in  successive  weeks,  and  to  receive  each  at 
the  beginning  of  his  week,  from  the  cellarer,  two  shillings  from 
the  revenues  of  the  Church  of  Campcden,  which  is  annexed  to 
the  monastery. 

On  the  death  of  an  abbot,  for  a  year  immediately  following 
the  accustomed  office,  viz.,  a  "  semel "  and  a  "  trental,"  three 
monks,  chaplains  and  professed,  viz.,  the  custodians  of  the 
altars  and  chapels  of  the  Virgin,  S.  Peter,  and  S.  Stephen, 
shall  celebrate  masses  as  above,  with  the  collect,  14  Inclina," 
Fol.  6&'n.  for  the  said  Abbot  and  his  successors,  and  each  monk  so 
celebrating  shall  receive  from  the  cellarer  twenty  shillings  from 
the  revenues  of  the  Church  of  Campcden,  payable  in  equal 
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portions  at  the  beginning  and  middle  of  the  year.  If  two  abbots 
die  in  a  year  the  celebration  for  the  second  shall  begin  directly 
that  for  the  first  is  ended. 

The  anniversary  of  Abbot  Thomas's  death  shall  be  celebrated 
solemnly  for  ever  with  a  mass,  "  Placebo,"  and  "  Dirige." 
The  almoner  shall  receive  on  that  day  from  the  cellarer  twenty 
shillings  from  the  revenues  of  the  Church  of  Campctlcn,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor,  ten  shillings  of  it  to  be  distributed  in  white 
bread  or  money,  and  in  order  that  they  may  pray  with  more 
devotion  for  the  soul  of  Abbot  Thomas,  on  that  day  the  convent 
shall  have  a  pint  of  wine  [each]  out  of  the  said  twenty  shillings. 
This  ordination  shall  also  be  read  on  that  day  in  full  chapter, 
that  the  soul  of  Abbot  Thomas  ma)-  be  l\ad  in  memory  and 
mercifully  absolved. 

On  the  death  of  a  monk,  chaplain  and  professed,  for  a  year 
immcdiately  following  the  accustomed  office,  one  monk',  the 
custodian  of  the  altar  of  S.  Stephen  or  another  appointed  by  the 
Abbot  and  Trior,  shall  celebrate  for  his  soul  at  the  altar  of 
S.  Stephen,  and  receive  20s.  from  the  Chamberlain  (Qwicnirins) 
of  the  Monaster)-. 

[Provision  for  the  death  of  more  than  one  monk'  in  a  year 
similar  to  that  for  Abbots.] 

Every  year  at  Easter  the  cellarer  shall  pay  from  the  revenues 
of  the  church  of  Campeden  to  the  Prior  13s.  4</.,  and  to  each  of 
the  other  monksjchaplains  and  professed,  10s.,  for  the  augmenta- 
tion of  their  necessary  vestments,  so  that  the)-  may  more 
devoutly  serve  God,  and  pray  for  the  soul  of  Abbot  Thomas  for 
all  time,  as  is  done  for  the  founder,  Bishop  William. 

If  the  performance  of  these  duties  or  payments  be  at  any  time 
discontinued  for  a  month  and  the  fault  lies  with  the  Abbot,  he 
shall  be  fined  ^40  out  of  the  goods  belonging  to  his  table,  and 
pay  it  within  two  months.

Appropriation  of  the  Church  of  Schottcswcll  to  the  monaster)' 
of  Lavendcn,  Order  of  Premonstratcnsians  and  Diocese  of  I  ancoln, 
by  Simon  de  Sudburia,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  Legate  of 
the  Apostolic  sec,  by  authority  of  a  bull  of  Pope  Urban  VI.,  dated 
Rome,  at  S.  Peter's,  Id.  Nov.  the  2nd  year  of  his  papacy. 

The  bull  states  that  Pope  Clement  VI.  was  requested  by  the 
abbot  and  convent  to  authorise  the  appropriation  on  the  ground 
that  the  monastery  was  reduced  to  poverty  and  burdened  with 
debt  owing  to  its  great  expenses  in  hospitality  and  relief  of  the 
poor,  by  reason  of  its  situation  on  the  public  street,  and  in  repair 
of  the  church  and  buildings.  The  patronage  of  the  Parish 
Church  of  Schottcswell  belonged  to  the  monastery,  and  its 
yearly  value  was  not  more  than  eight  marks,  according  to  the 
taxation  value.  He  ordered  that  the  appropriation  should  take 
effect  on  the  cession  or  decease  of  the  then  rector,  and  that  the 
diocesan  should  settle  what  portion  of  the  fruits  and  profits 
should  be  assigned  for  the  vicar,  so  that  he  might  be  suitably 
maintained  and  exercise  hospitality  and  support  the  burdens 
incumbent  on  him. 
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Pope  Gregory  XL,  who  succeeded  Clement  VI.  and  immedi-  Eol.  67. 
atcly  preceded  Urban,  before  this  union  took  effect,  revoked  all 
unions  of  parish  churches  or  other  benefices  to  monasteries  or 
other  places.  lie  ordered  Simon,  who  was  then  Bishop  of 
London,  to  enquire  into  the  circumstances  of  the  case  and 
report  to  him,  but  died  before  the  report  arrived. 

Pope  Urban  therefore  empowers  the  Archbishop  to  grant  a 
di mission  for  the  union  if  warranted  by  the  circumstances,  with 
the  consent  of  the  diocesan  and  others  whose  leave  is  required, 
and  to  settle  the  portion  to  be  assigned  to  the  Vicar. 

The  Archbishop  finds  the  facts  to  be  as  stated  and  decrees  Eol.  6S. 
that  on  the  cession  or  decease  of  the  present  Rector  the  Abbot 
and  convent  shall  take  possession.  Dated  Northampton,  Lin- 
coln diocese,  22nd  Nov.,  1380,  fourth  Indiction,  third  year  of  the 
papacy  of  Urban  VI.

Your  petition  states  that  the 
Monastery  is  by  the  public  street,  and  a  multitude  of  passers-by 
come  for  hospital  it)'.  The  Monaster}'  is  So  impoverished  through 
dcarncss  of  corn  and  mortality  of  cattle,  and  law  suits  which  it 
has  been  obliged  to  undergo,  that  the  Monks  can  no  longer 
maintain  hospitality  or  even  live  decently.  You  request  that 
the  Parish  Church  of  Aldestr'  of  which  you  have  the  patronage, 
and  of  which  the  yearly  revenue  does  not  exceed  16  marks 
according  to  the  taxation  value,  may  be  appropriated  to  your 
use.  We  grant  the  appropriation  for  ten  years  from  the  date  of 
these  presents,  to  take  effect  on  the  cession  or  decease  of  the 
present  Rector — the  leave  of  the  diocesan  being  obtained,  and 
a  suitable  portion  reserved  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Vicar.

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Writ  of  King  Richard,  stating  that  the  clergy  of  the  Province  F< 
of  Canterbury  in  their  last  Convocation,  held  in  the  church  of  S. 
Frideswidc,  Oxford,  on  the  26th  Nov.  last,  granted  for  the 
defence  of  the  Kingdom  and  Church,  a  moiety  of  a  tenth  of  all 
ecclesiastical  benefices  to  be  paid  on  the  feast  of  the  Annunciation  ; 
and,  at  a  subsequent  sitting  of  the  same  Convocation  held  in  the 
House  of  the  Friars  of  the  Order  of  Preachers,  in  London,  on 
Jan.  2 1st,  another  moiety  to  be  paid  on  the  Feast  of  S.  John 
Baptist  next,  on  the  understanding  that  this  second  moiety  should 
not  be  paid  unless  the  King  of  the  deliberate  counsel  of  his 
Kingdom  set  out  in  person  for  foreign  parts  or  sent  a  sufficient 
army.  The  Bishop  is  to  appoint  from  the  clergy  of  the  diocese 
trustworthy  collectors  of  the  said  moieties  and  to  report  their 
names  to  the  Treasurers  and  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  before 
the  feast  of  S.  Matthew  the  Apostle.  Witness:  the  King  at 
Westminster,  Jan.  26th,  the  sixth  year  of  his  reign? 

The  Bishop  appoints  the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Crokesden 
collectors  of  the  first  moiety  in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Stafford, 
execptinghis  own  share  which  Ire  will  pay  himself.

Master  Richard  de  Bermyncham,  Canon  of  Lichfeld,  Sir 
Nicholas  dc  Stafford,  and  Sir  John  de  Lillcburne,  knights,  ds. 
John  del  Croft cs,  Vicar  of  the  Prebendal  Church  of  Berkeswych, 
of" Lichfield  and  York  dioceses,  gave  evidence  that  the  facts 
above  stated  were  true  and  that  the  said  parties  had  issue. 

The  Bishop  summoned  the  parties  before  him,  and  when 
they  had  made  the  required  promises,  released  them  from  the 
sentence  of  excommunication,  and  pronounced  their  marriage 
null  and  void,  and  separated  them  for  a  time,  ordering  their 
banns  to  be  published.

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diocese,  public  notaries  (the  latter  by  Imperial  as  well  as  Papal 
authority),  and  the  Bishop's  scribes. 

Ordination  of  two  chantries  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Huyton. 
Fr.  John  de  Wryghtynton,  sub-prior  of  the  Monastery  or 
Priory  of  Burscogh  (or  Bruscogh),  order  of  S.  Augustine, 
Coventry  and  Lichfield  diocese,  appeared  before  the  Bishop  at 
Ileywodc  on  15th  September,  1383,3110!  produced  the  following 
authority: — We,  Friars  Thomas  cle  Litherlond,  Prior, -John  de  Fol.

John  de  Wynewyk,  sometime  treasurer 
of  the  Church  of  York,  was  appropriated  to  our  Monastery  by 
Alexander,  Archbishop  of  York  and  Legate  of  the  Apostolic 
See,  with  the  burden  of  finding  at  our  charges  two  secular 
chaplains  to  celebrate  daily  in  the  Church  of  Huyton  for  the 
souls  of  King  Edward  III.  and  John  de  Wynewyk;  and  since 
the  revenues  of  the  said  church  of  Radeclyff  are  not  sufficient 
to  relieve  our  poverty,  still  less  to  maintain  the  said  chaplains  ; 
remembering,  however,  the  many  benefits  conferred  on  our 
Priory  by  John  and  Richard  de  Wynewyk,  do  appoint  Fr.  John 
de  Wrightynton  and  John  de  Assheton,  literate,  jointly  and 
severally,  our  proctors  to  appear  before  the  Bishop  and  bind 
us  and  our  successors  to  find  at  our  expense  two  chaplains  as 
above,  to  celebrate  yearly  the  obit  of  John  de  Wynewyk  in  our 
Conventual  Church  on  the  day  of  his  death  or  within  the  next 
two  clays,  and  to  keep  in  repair  the  chapel  in  the  Church  of 
Huyton  where  the  body  of  John  de  Wynewyk  is  buried.  Dated  Fol.  73.  b. 
in  the  chapter  house  at  Bruscogh,  nth  Sep.  1383. 

The  said  proctor  read  and  delivered  to  the  Bishop  a  paper 
schedule  by  which  the  said  Prior  and  Convent  bound  themselves  Fol.  74.  a. 
to  accept  and  carry  out  the  provisions  which  the  Bishop  might 
ordain. 

The  Bishop's  ordinance  fixes  the  salary  of  the  two  chaplains  Fol.  74.  b. 
to  be  presented  or  nominated  by  John  de  Wynewyk,  his  heirs 
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or  assigns,  at  10  marks  each  per  annum,  payable  by  the  said 
Priory  at  the  Church  of  Huyt-^n  by  equal  portions  at  Michael- 
mas, Christmas,  Easter,  and  the  feast  of  S.  John  Baptist.  They 
are  to  fulfil  the  above-mentioned  obligations  under  a  penalty 
of  100s.  to  be  paid  to  the  Master  or  Custos  of  the  fabric  of  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  Lichfeld  as  often  as  they  are  in  arrears 
in  payment  of  the  salaries  or  in  the  celebration  of  the  obit  by 
ten  days,  or  in  the  repair  of  the  chapel,  after  being  duly 
requested  by  the  parishioners  of  Huyton  or  the  chaplains,  by 
two  months. 

They  are  to  pay  the  salaries  within  the  next  ten  days — of 
which  two  are  for  the  first,  two  for  the  second,  and  the  rest  for 
the  third  and  peremptory  monition-- under  pain  of  excommuni- 
cation, suspension,  and  interdict. 

The  said  fine  is  to  be  paid  within  a  month  of  its  being  in-

John  accepted  this  decree  on  behalf  of  the  Prior  and 
Convent,  and  bound  them  by  an  oath  to  give  any  reasonable 
security  which  Richard  de  Wynewyk  might  demand,  whether 
by  recognizances  in  the  King's  Court  or  elsewhere,  and  to  make 
no  attempt  to  evade  these  obligations.

The  Bishop  has  received  letters  from  Augustine,  Bishop 
Pcnr.cn:  and  Adricn:,  late  Penitentiary  of  Pope  Urban  VI., 
dated  S.  Peter's,  Rome,  vj.  Kal.  Feb.,  the  third  year  of  his  Papacy, 
stating  that  a  petition  has  been  received  on  behalf  of  Margaret 
tie  Prestewych,  woman,  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield  Diocese 
praying  for  a  dispensation  on  the  following  grounds.  In  her 
eighth  year  or  thereabouts  certain  of  her  friends  compelled  her 
against  her  will  to  enter  the  Priory  of  Nuns  of  Seton,  Order  of 
S.  Augustine,  and  to  take  on  her  the  habit  of  a  novice.  She 
remained  there  as  in  a  prison  for  several  years;  always 
protesting  that  she  never  had  made,  nor  ever  would  willingly 
make  any  profession.  And  then,  seeing  that  she  must  by 
profession  be  excluded  from  her  inheritance,  she  feigned 
herself  sick  and  took  to .  her  bed.  But  this  did  not  prevent 
her  being  carried  to  the  church,  at  the  instance  of  her  rivals, 
and  blessed  by  a  monk,  in  spite  of  her  cries  and  protests  that 
she  would  not  remain  in  that  priory,  or  in  any  other  Order.  On 
the  first  opportunity  she  went  forth  from  the  priory,  without 
leave,  and  returned  to  the  world,  which  in  It  cart  she  had  never 
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left,  and  married  Robert  dc  Holand,  publicly,  after  banns,  and 
had  issue. 

The  Bishop  on  enquiry  fount!  that  these  tilings  were  so,  and 
by  virtue  of  the  authority  committed  to  him,  released  her 
from  the  observance  of  the  said  Older  or  any  other.  Dated 
Heywod,  28th  Feb.  1383,  seventh  Indiction,  sixth  year  of 
Urban  VI.

in  the  deaneries  of  Tamworth  and  Tuttebury.  Dated  Hcywodc, 
10th  Mar.  13S4. 

Dispensation  for  defect  of  birth.    The  Bishop  has  received 
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letters  from  John,  Cardinal  Priest  of  SS.  Nareus  and  Achilles, 
Papal  Penitentiary,  dated  Aquilcriis,  Avinion  diocese,  viij.  Id. 
Aug.,  the  fourth  year  of  Gregory  XL,  stating  that  a  petition  has 
been  received  on  behalf  of  John  atte  Walle,  clerk,  of  Coventry 
*and  Lichfield  diocese,  praying  for  a  dispensation  for  defect  of 
birth,  he  being  the  son  of  a  priest  and  a  single  woman,  so  that  he 
may  be  advanced  to  all  orders  and  hold  an  ecclesiastical  benefice 
even  with  cure  of  souls.  The  dangers  and  difficulties  of  the  way 
prevent  him  from  coming  to  Rome.  If  he  is  no  imitator  of  his 
parents'  incontinence,  but  of  good  conversation  and  sufficiently 
literate,  he  may  be  dispensed,  on  condition  that  if  he  obtain  a 
benefice  he  shall  take  the  requisite  orders  and  reside  in  person.

The  credentials  of 'Robert,  Bishop  of  Sevastopalis? 
Urban,  Bishop,  servant  of  the  servants  of  the  Lord,  to  our  beloved 
son  Robert  de  Hyntlisham,  elect  of  Sevastopalis,  greeting  and  apostolic 
benediction.  Among  the  various  anxieties  by  which  we  are  constantly 
burdened,  a  specially  pressing  one  is  that  die  state  of  the  churc  hes 
committed  by  divine  providence  to  our  care  may  be  both  spiritually  and 
temporally  augmented.  Over  those  churches  which  are  known  to  be 
destitute  of  pastors  and  to  deplore  their  vacancy,  we  study  to  set  such 
ministers  as  shall  by  their  rule  promote  this  object.  Whereas  when 
William  was  presiding  as  bishop  over  the  Church  of  .Sevastopalis,  out- 
predecessor,  Pope  Gregory  XI,  desiring  that  when  it  fell  vacant  a  useful 
and  fit  person  should  be  provided  for  it  by  the  Apostolic  See,  specially 
reserved  the  provision  for  that  turn  to  his  own  appointment  and  disposal ;
